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PREFACE 


HE John Tipton Papers derive their significance from the 
é baw Tipton took, between 1807 and 1839, in the transforma- 
tion of Indiana from a territory of Indian lands with a fringe of 
white oceupation along the southern boundaries into a produc- 
tive agricultural state struggling for internal improvements from 
the Great Lakes to the Ohio. He began his public career as‘a 
local official in a southern county, the seat of Justice of which 
became the second territorial and the first state capital. He 
helped locate the permanent capital in the center oi the state. 
He became a leading citizen in northern Indiana, was twice 
United States Senator, and was the owner of large tracts of land 
and mills and @jty property. He was a staunch supporter of 
internal improvements. He died at Logansport the year after he 
had removed the Potawatomi Indians from the state. His papers 
vive an inside view of the growth, in a turbulent, dangerous 
frontier, of democratic political organization and of substantial 
proprietorships. 

By far the largest single collection of manuscripts—some 
seventy-five hundred pieces, consisting of journals, memoranda, 
receipts, letters to and from Tipton (not so many of the latter), 
and various other papers—was handed down in Tipton’s family 
and was purchased in 1915 by the late Esther U. McNitt for the 
Indiana State Library. A few papers of purely personal or 
family import were withdrawn from this collection, but it is 
believed that everything of historical importance remains as it 
was left by Tipton. ‘The manuscripts which best illustrate Tip- 
ton’s diversified activities have been selected for publication. 
Many of the letters by Tipton in this collection are copies written 
by hand in the absence of a letter press; in cases where letters 
actually sent are available the latter have been used ; a compari- 
son of the original and the copy, possible in many instances, shows 
few differences. 

Additional papers have been obtained from departmental 
collections, now in the National Archives, from Indiana county 
records, and from other manuscript collections. Of the latter, 
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letters in the Calvin Fletcher Papers now on deposit in the 
Indiana Historical Society Library are printed with the permis- 
sion of Dr. Fletcher Hodges, great-grandson ot Calvin Fletcher ; 
letters in the John B. Niles Papers are printed with the per- 
mission of Mrs. Edward A. Kumely, of LaPorte and New York 
City. | 

Photostats of most of ‘Tipton’s official correspondence with the 
Indian Office, Department of War, and General Land Office have 
been made a part of the collection in the State Library. These 
have been used in this publication, but the citations are to the 
original papers as given in the card calendar made by Newton D. 
Mereness for states in the Upper Mississippi Valley before the 
papers were moved to the National Archives. 

The spelling and punctuation of manuscript sources have been 
preserved. It will be noted that Tipton’s communications to 
newspapers were freely edited by the publishers before their 
original printing. Some of ‘Tipton’s speeches in the United 
States Senate which best illustrate his service there and the 
stand of his constituents on important questions have been re- 
printed. His other speeches in the Senate are listed by title in the 
text, under the date of their delivery, and numerous references 
have been made to committee reports which he signed and to his 
more important motions. A number of Tipton’s papers included 
in the present publication have been previously printed: they are 
reproduced here in order to make them more generally accessible 
and to complete the picture of his times. 

Work upon this publication was begun some years ago by Glen 
A. Blackburn, then a graduate student at Indiana University. 
under the direction of Professor Logan Hsarey. \fter making a 
preliminary compilation covering the period down to 1827, his 
work was interrupted. KRecently the task of completing the 
compluation was resumed by Mrs. Nellie Armstrong Robertson. 
editor, and Miss Dorothy Riker, research assistant, of the Histori- 
cal Bureau; this included extensive revision of the part already 
done and the insertion of numerous letters and documents. 
Studies which Dr. Paul W. Gates, of Cornell University, has 
made in the field of public lands, led to the request that he write 
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the Introduction to the Papers. Dr. Gates, to good effect, has put 
chief emphasis upon Tipton’s part in the transition from Indian 
ownership of land in northern Indiana to the entry of land and 
the accumulation of large holdings by traders, government ofh- 
clals, and other enterprising settlers. 

The Historical Bureau is under grateful obligation to many 
persons for help in preparing this selection of Tipton Papers. 
A special word of appreciation is due for the constant aid given 
by the late Esther U. McNitt, who not only assembled the com- 
prehensive collection of John Tipton Papers in the Indiana State 
Library, but who contributed unstinting and invaluable assist- 
ance from her knowledge of Indiana source materials.

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INTRODUCTION 


ROM the day of his coming to Indiana in 1807 until 1839 
when he died, John Tipton was a marked man. As Indian 
fighter, sheriff, surveyor, member of the legislature, land 
speculator, Indian agent, and United States Senator, his rise 
was rapid and his influence state-wide. Although he lacked a 
formal education, he outdistanced many more polished Hoosiers. 
Ile formed close political and personal friendships with Richard 
M. Johnson, Lewis Cass, Isaac McCoy ; he loyally supported Wil- 
liam: Henry Harrison’s pretensions to military fame; he admired 
Andrew Jackson but refused to follow him blindly on the bank 
question, internal improvements, and the tariff. In Indiana Tip- 
ton alded in establishing numerous counties and towns; he was 
frequently chosen to help select county seats; he had an impor- 
tant share in the surveying of the Indiana-Illinois line, and he 
was a strong advocate of the Wabash and Erie Canal. As Federal 
agent to the Miami and Potawatomi Indians of the Wabash coun- 
try, he played a notable role in maintaining peace between them 
and their white neighbors. The experience he acquired in dealing 
with Indian problems was to be of material assistance to him 
when, later, as member of the Senate Committee on Indian 
Affairs, he was faced with the task of reorganizing Indian policy. 
A frequent seeker and dispenser of patronage in an age when 
political office was commonly given as a reward for partisan 
support, Tipton’s policies neither rose above nor fell below 
contemporary standards. Tipton knew the political game, was 
an able critic of his contemporaries, a loyal friend, and a staunch 
defender of Indiana’s interests. 
Tipton was a product of the turbulent Hast Tennessee frontier, 
where he was born on August 14, 1786.1. His great-uncle John

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Tipton was involved in a series of fiery disputes with John Sevier 
over local administration in which the former had the unpopular 
side. The younger Tipton when but seven years of age lost his 
father at the hands of an Indian. The family continued to reside 
in Tennessee until 1807, when Tipton’s mother and four children, 
including John, joined the rapidly growing stream of emigrants 
who were moving from Kentucky and Tennessee into the south- 
ern part of the Old Northwest. It was in the region soon to 
be organized as Harrison County, Indiana Territory, that the 
Tiptons settled. 

Indiana Territory, which then included both present-day 
Indiana and Illinois, was but sparsely settled in 1807. The 
forests of southern Indiana were only slightly touched by white 
men’s hands; the fur trade remained a major interest; and 
Indians still roamed through the valleys of the Wabash and the 
Illinois. Surveys were being pushed westward from the Ohio- 
Indiana line and a new land office was established at Jefferson- 
ville the year the Tiptons took up their abode in Harrison 
County. The earliest settlers were fur traders, trappers, small 
merchants, land speculators, and government agents. Only 
Vincennes, the territorial capital, had any pretensions as a town: 
elsewhere settlement was almost entirely rural and agricultural, 
being confined to the areas adjacent to the lower Wabash and the 
Ohio rivers. Into this pioneer society, at its entrance upon a 
period of rapid growth in which aggressive leadership would 
merit speedy promotion, came voung Tipton to seek his fortune. 

The young man’s physique, persuasive manner, and qualities 
of leadership were all in his favor, but his lack of formal 
education and his delay in learning to read and write retarded 
his advance. Slowly he picked up the rudiments of an education. 
There is no evidence that he ever took much enjoyment in 
reading, or, in fact, ever carried it very far save to follow the 
political newspapers. Writing remained a difficult task for him 
throughout his life. He learned by listening to others and 
eradually acquired a clear, forceful style of writing and talking 
which made his letters and speeches terse and to the point. H1s 
lack of education was a constant regret to him, as is shown by 
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his numerous strong admonitions to his son to secure the best 
possible training. Tipton’s dvnamic qualities more than com- 
pensated for his educational shortcomings. The latter, indeed, 
marked him to the average Hoosier as a tribune of the people. 

‘Tipton’s military capacity brought him into prominence in the 
Territory. In 1811 he marched with General William Henry 
Harrison to Tippecanoe, there to throw all his youthful fire and 
pugnacity into that effective blow against Tecumseh’s confed- 
eracy. In the sanguinary conflict Tipton took over command of 
Spier Spencer’s rifle company on the death of his captain, and 
was subsequently rewarded by a commission. He always after- 
ward showed a peculiar intensity of regard for his companions 
on that expedition, a strong emotional feeling toward the place 
and the circumstances that seemed unusual in a man who was 
ordinarily extremely matter of fact in his point of view. From 
that time on Tipton was known as a rugged, fearless, and 
aggressive fighter. He had the confidence of his own command 
and of his superiors and this led to his rapid promotion in the 
militia. He became major in 1812, lieutenant colonel in 1813, 
colonel in 1814, brigadier general in 1817, and major general 
in 1822. 

During these years he took part in numerous raids against 
the Indians, on some of which he kept meager but informative 
journals, dealing in about equal proportions with memoranda 
of choice lands, and with accounts of the hardships undergone 
and the amount of whisky consumed by himself and his men. 
Frontier life in Indiana was a harsh struggle against nature and 
the Indians, and the physical exhaustion produced by the fight 
with both these enemies was relieved by the consumption of hard 
liquor in quantities amazing to persons accustomed to toddies 
of the twentieth century. 

_Tipton’s first home in Harrison County seems to have been on 
the Ohio, opposite the mouth of Salt River, where he operated 
a ferry. In 1814 he purchased a farm of sixty-two acres several 
miles up the Ohio. His duties as militia officer, justice of the 
peace, and deputy sheriff took him frequently to the county seat 
at Corydon, and in 1816 he purchased property there and

opened a tavern and hotel in his home. Corydon had also be- 
come the territorial capital in 1818 and continued as the state 
capital for some years after 1816. Here Tipton had an opportn- 
nity to rub elbows with the notables of Indiana, among whom he 
formed numerous acquaintanceships and strong friendships. 

In 1816 and again in 1818 Tipton was elected sheriff of 
Harrison County. His two terms in this position were marked 
by controversies over the aid he gave to Kentuckians who were 
trying to recover their runaway slaves. In at least two cases 
Tipton went out of his way to assist them even though the law 
neither required nor sanctioned his action. Many Kentuckians 
and ‘lennesseans who had moved into southern Indiana and 
Illinois during the first quarter of the nineteenth century re- 
mained friendly to slavery, and ‘Tipton reflected his southern 
background in these instances as well as later when, as a member 
of Congress, he condemned abolitionists. 

The “era of good feeling” came to an end in the West in 1819. 
Many of the banks were unable to withstand the resulting pres- 
sure and closed their doors. Shaving of bank notes was a general 
custom and even counterfeiting was common. Purchasers of 
public lands on the credit system were unable to meet their pay- 
ments; executions against property were frequent, and the news- 
papers carried scores of advertisements of sheriffs’ sales. ‘Tipton 
had the unpleasant task of carrying out the judgments ordered 
by the court. Although he showed a disposition toward leniencv 
with his friends, his methods of charging commission and of 
collecting money on Judgments were attacked by various anony- 
mous writers in the local press, and involved him in a number of 
lawsuits. 

In 1820 and 1821 Tipton was elected a member of the Indiana 
House of Representatives. While acting in this capacity he was 
appointed with others to locate the permanent capital for the 
state, for which provision had been made in the Enabling Act. 
Tipton also was appointed one of the commissioners to run the 
Indiana-Ilhnois boundary ne. On this trip he saw for the 
second time the beauty and fertility of the Upper Wabash Valley 
where he was later to settle. During these years Tipton also 
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served as a director of the branch of the State Bank at Corydon, 
was a commissioner to relocate the county seat of Owen County, 
and ventured once or twice into the New Orleans trade. 

Having by this time acquired considerable political influence, 
Tipton now sought a share of Federal and State patronage. Life 
at Corydon had become unpleasantly complicated by financial 
and domestic difficulties. His marriage to Martha Shields, 
daughter of John Shields, had ended with a divorce in 1817. 
Tipton attempted—without success—to secure the agency for 
the sale of government lots in the new capital at Indianapolis. 
When Bartholomew County was created he was influential in 
placing the county seat in the vicinity of land he had entered the 
previous year. In 1819 he began his campaign to secure an im- 
portant and lucrative office in the Federal Government. Land 
officers, whose income was derived from fees based on the amount 
of entries, were at this time the best-paid Federal officials in the 
West. These positions naturally were in great demand and 
Tipton encountered strong competition when he sought a land 
office in Indiana or elsewhere. Perhaps it was fortunate for him 
that he failed, for the temptations which beset the registers and 
recelvers of government land offices were so great that few of 
them were able to keep their hands clean. The number of 
defalcations and removals for malfeasance in office among the 
land officers was appallingly large, some of Tipton’s close politi- 
cal friends being among the guilty. As a solace for his failure, 
Tipton was offered in 1823 a position as Federal agent to the 
Indians of the Upper Wabash. Although Fort Wayne was an 
unattractive frontier post, the appointment offered Tipton a way 
out of an embarrassing situation, of which he was glad to avail 
himself. 

Federal Indian agents were responsible officials in whose hands 
rested the fate of numerous whites and Indians. Among their 
duties were the licensing of traders and the settlement of their 
claims and disputes with the tribes, enforcement of the inter- 
course regulations, disbursement of annuities and gifts, the 
expenditure of funds for improvements, and the punishment of 
unruly Indians. Tactful handling of these problems and of the 
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numerous squabbles between the two races was an invaluable 
factor in preventing bloodshed and preserving good relations, 
while a single misstep might precipitate a disastrous war. The 
agents also devoted much consideration and time to “softening 
up” the Indians to suggestions that they cede their lands and 
remove west. In common with all Federal positions the [Indian 
agencies were invariably awarded to political leaders, their rela- 
tives, or friends for partisan support. The tenure of office was 
short, the moral standards low, and persons receiving these 
appointments consciously planned to use their new positions as 
a means of building up their property interests and their politi- 
cal fortunes. The storv of Indian relations is a sordid and 
corrupt one, revealing on the part of traders, agents, and off- 
cials of the Indian administration a baseness and moral depravity 
that is unusual even for the nineteenth century. Into the field of 
Indian relations Tipton was plunged in 1823. From then until 
his death his energies were largely spent on such issues as Indian 
debts, Indian land cessions, Indian reserves, and Indian removals. 

At Fallen Timbers in 1794 and at Tippecanoe in 1811 the 
Indian threat to white supremacy in the Old Northwest had been 
crushed. There resulted a series of treaties beginning with that 
at Greenville in 1795, followed by the Treaty of Vincennes in 
1804, the Treaty of Grouseland m 1805, the Treaty of Fort 
Wayne in 1809, and the treaty drawn up at the Rapids of the 
Miami in 1817" in which roughly the southern third of Indiana 
was ceded to the United States by the Delawares, the Miami, the 
Potawatomi. and other tribes. In 1818 the Miami and Pota- 
watomi were persuaded to give up central Indiana, this being 
the largest cession made in the state.? The Delaware bands who 
were occupving this region under agreement with the Miami 
reluctantly consented to leave the graves of their fathers and

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move beyond the Mississippi, while the Miami and Potawatomi 
withdrew to their holdings north of the Wabash to watch in 
sullen discontent the advance of the whites. It was to these 
Miami and Potawatomi and a small band of Kel River Indians, 
the total number of which was 2,441, that Tipton was appointed 
as agent. 

The Indian agency at Fort Wayne had apparently been es- 
tablished about 1798 when William Wells was appointed to take 
charge of relations with the Indians then living on the Wabash- 
Maumee frontier. The agency was an important outpost during 
the period when British agents and traders still dreamed of 
restoring the territory to Great Britain’s control. But as fears 
of British intrigue vanished and the agency came to be regarded 
as a political plum, Indiana politicians became dissatisfied be- 
cause the position was held by persons who were nonresidents. 
They wanted a Hoosier appointed to the position, preferably 
one who would live in Fort Wayne. In 1823, when John Hays, 
a resident of Cahokia, [hnois, resigned as agent, they were glad 
to see Tipton replace him. 

Tipton’s success as Indian agent depended in no small degree 
upon his ability to secure funds from the Federal treasury. His 
salary as Indian agent was $1,200 a year, which, as government 
salaries went at that time, was a fair income. True, it was in- 
suficient to enable him to accumulate a fortune in land, the 
object of all frontiersmen, but the position gave him special 
advantages which were to be of great aid in building up an 
estate. Under Tipton was a subagent with a salary of $500 
whose appointment was more or less under his control. Tipton 
had $300 to disburse in the form of presents, and a contingency 
fund of $2,000. He also distributed the annuities promised the 
Indians by the treaties of 1818 and former years. In 1824 these 
annuities were as follows: Miami, $17,300, Hel River Indians. 
$1,100, and Potawatomi, $1,700. 

The Indians of the Wabash inhabited a country which had 
been rich in fur-bearing animals. Over-trapping had depleted 
the supply and was destroving the trade. Furthermore, as 
whites began to push into southern and central Indiana they 
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exterminated the game on which the Indians lived. As early as 
1827 it was reported: “the Indians on the Kankakee are in a 
deplorable condition. Game is so scarce that few (if any) are 
inabled to kill a sufficiency for their support. They are literally 
in a starving condition. .. .”4 The decline of the fur trade 
and the destruction of the game animals demoralized the Indians 
and forced them to look to the white man and his government for 
relief. Larger annuities, gradual sale and cession of their lands, 
or removal to a new and fresh country were the alternatives. 

The fur traders had sought out the Indians to secure their 
beaver, mink, otter, and fox pelts in exchange for blankets, traps, 
euns, bright colored cloth, and knickknacks. When the furs no 
longer came in, the traders, now strongly established in the 
vicinity of Fort Wayne, as well as at Detroit and Chicago, had 
to find some other means of subsistence. The Indians obviously 
needed goods as much as before although they had no direct 
way of bartering for them. Their annuities now provided their 
only regular income. Eager to tap this new source of wealth, 
the traders permitted, in fact encouraged, the Indians to draw 
goods, and got them deeply into debt. The Indians recognized 
these debts and willingly permitted them to be deducted from 
their annuities or from the payments received in exchange for 
land. The annuity payment was a red-letter day on the frontier, 
marked by tension among the traders and reckless abandon on 
the part of the Indians. On these occasions the traders were all 
careful to be present to make sure that their debts would be 
paid before any money was distributed to the Indians. Then 
the Indians were invited to select from the new goods purchased 
by the traders for this occasion. There was no limit to the greed 
of the traders. Finding the annuities inadequate, they joined 
with the Indians in asking for increased payments. 

The principal traders of the Wabash were Alexis Coquillard, 
sometimes called the “King of the Potawatomies,”’ Hyacinthe 
Lasselle, Francois Comparet, and the firm of William G. and

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George W. Ewing. Cyrus Taber and Allen Hamilton were soon 
included in this group.® The last four had their headquarters at 
Fort Wayne. With them Tipton was to have frequent disputes 
and a number of profitable business negotiations. 

Smooth working of Indian relations required constant im- 
creases in annuities or the contingent funds. The Indian Office 
hierarchy recognized that the latter were inadequate to meet 
extraordinary circumstances which might arise and it conse- 
quently looked tolerantly on overdrawn accounts. Tipton peri- 
odically overdrew to meet Indian demands and emergencies and 
when his accounts were subjected to scrutiny there were always 
some items which were difficult to explain. It is doubttul 
whether in any important instance he abused his authority in 
thus overdrawing, but the practice caused him to be subjected 
to frequent and bitter attacks by his political enemies. His record 
in winning increased annuities for the Indians was to help him 
more, however, than the bickering over accounts was to harm him. 

From the time of his arrival at Fort Wayne until his marriage 
to Matilda Spencer in 1825, Tipton made his home with Alexan- 
der Ewing, father of William G. and George W. Ewing. The 
agency was housed, along with the new land office, in the 
dilapidated old fort buildings. The first three years following his 
appointment were occupied chiefly with the routine business of 
the agency ; the one outstanding incident was Tipton’s courageous 
seizure of the goods of an American Fur Company agent for 
violation of the Intercourse Act. Meanwhile, Fort Wayne was 
developing from a frontier army post into a prosperous com- 
munity. Its strategic location, the opening of the land office, 
and its selection as the county seat of Allen County brought in 
many newcomers. The increased exploitation of the Indians 
which resulted gave Tipton good reason to urge the removal of 
the agency to a central location in the Indian country, but 
opposition to the move was strong and Tipton could not effect it 
immediately.

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The growth of Fort Wayne was typical of what was happening 
elsewhere. ‘The Indian country opened to whites by the treaties 
of 1795 to 1818 was speedily settled. The “New Purchase” 
acquired from the Miami and Potawatomi in 1818 was carved 
into twenty-two counties and a flood of settlers rushed in like a 
tidal wave to take up the choice locations. In 1829 it was esti- 
mated that a hundred thousand people were living in the New 
Purchase. “The backwoods may well be said to be receding,” is 
the way the Potawattemie & Miami T'vmes of Logansport put it.® 
In 1820, but four years a state, Indiana boasted 147,178 people, 
and the next census revealed the addition of 195,853 more. In 
1826 the northern third of Indiana was held by less than three 
thousand Indians while the southern two-thirds was settled by 
one hundred times as many whites. Within a short time pressure 
of the whites, who lusted for the rich land along the Upper 
Wabash, led to an inexorable demand for Indian removal.7 

There was another factor which hastened the removal of the 
Indians from the Wabash Valley. The craze for internal improve- 
ments struck Indiana in the third decade of the nineteenth 
century. Among the projects for which there was strong support 
were the Michigan Road, which was to cut through the heart of 
Indiana from some point on Lake Michigan to a point on the 
Ohio River, and the Wabash and Erie Canal, designed to connect 
Lake Krie with the Ohio River by way of the Maumee and 
Wabash rivers. Both projects had to go through Indian territory 
and if they were to receive Federal aid in the form of land 
erants, the Indian title had to be surrendered. Land dealers, 
town-site promoters, merchants, and settlers of the Wabash 
Valley and, indeed, of the state generally, could readily see the 
value of these projects and they joined with advocates of other 
roads and canals in an effort to obtain Federal and State aid 
for internal improvements. 

Tipton never doubted that Indiana was destined to be a white 
man’s country. He thoroughly agreed with the popular demand

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for internal improvements and for the removal of the Indians. 
He recognized the impossibility of white and Indian groups 
living together and considered that one of his major responsi- 
bilities was to prepare the Indians for the inevitable surrender 
of their ancestral lands. But, as Indian agent, he had to account 
for his acts to the Washington bureaucrats as well as to opinion 
in Indiana. Moreover, he was not insensible to. the sorry plight 
of the once powerful Miami and Potawatomi, whose contact with 
the whites had reduced them to broken and degraded fragments. 
Finally, complete removal, as William G. Ewing was later to 
point out, would deprive the Wabash country of the many 
thousands of dollars distributed annually in annuities and gifts 
which were aiding mightily in building up that area. Tipton 
was, therefore, pulled in both directions and the result was a 
compromise. — 

By 1826 Tipton felt that the Miami and Potawatomi were 
sufficiently softened by their growing dependence on government 
annuities and on the whisky and other goods provided by the 
traders to be amenable to proposals for another land cession. 
Accordingly, a commission consisting of Lewis Cass, James B. 
Ray, and Tipton was appointed to negotiate with the Indians. 
Cass was a perennial officeholder, a slavish supporter of the large 
trading companies, and one who generally upheld traders, specu- 
lators, agents, and settlers against the Indians. Ray, governor of 
Indiana from 1825 to 1831, was a warm supporter of internal 
improvements, a successful lawyer, and a popular leader. He 
possessed an irascible and intemperate nature which did not fit 
him well for Indian commissioner. Tipton. knew the Indians of 
the Wabash as thoroughly as any one. He was shrewd, grasping, 
and harsh, yet his presence assured the aborigines fairer treat- 
ment than they might otherwise have obtained. These men now 
called upon the Indians to meet them to negotiate a treaty. 
_ By 1826 the procedure in negotiating Indian treaties had 
become fairly stereotyped. The Indians were gathered together 
by agents who made liberal promises of good things to come. At 
the meeting place preparations were made for feeding great 
numbers of people; droves of cattle and hogs were purchased for 
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butchering; traders were instructed to attend with attractive 
selections of goods; barrels of whisky were imported; and every 
precaution was taken to satisfy the appetites and desires of the 
Indians. At the proper time the agent in charge assembled the 
braves, to whom he read a stilted and pompous message from the 
Great White Father in which the Indians were upbraided for 
their depredations, drunkenness, and other misconduct, and 
reminded of the forbearance, generosity, and friendliness of the 
whites. At this point the Indians were asked what lands they 
would surrender and if they would remove to an area farther 
west. Then the braves would withdraw to consult among them-_ 
selves. 

Neither the Miami nor the Potawatomal : were prepared to leave 
the Wabash in 1826 but they realized that some concessions must 
be made to the land-hungry whites. The chiefs gave way slowly 
and made counter demands of their own which seemed excessive. 
That the Indian country north of the Wabash could no longer 
be kept intact was obvious to both Indians’ and whites. The 
demand of the latter for the right to build a road from the 
Wabash north to Lake Michigan and for a grant of land to 
endow or finance it was very pressing. Furthermore, the Indians 
soon saw that Tipton was inexorable in his insistence that 
enough land be ceded along the north bank of the Wabash to 
the vicinity of Fort Wayne and also the north bank of the 
Maumee to the Ohio boundary to make possible a grant of land 
for the Wabash and Hrie Canal. Numerous Indian villages were 
situated along the Wabash-Maumee line and their residents were 
reluctant to abandon them. It was only after vast quantities of 
food had been gorged, barrels of fiery whisky consumed, and 
brilliantly colored cloth and blankets and glittering ornaments 
to the value of $61,588 distributed that the stolid savages showed 
signs of weakening. 

Tipton, Cass, and Ray soon found that they would be unable 
to negotiate a treaty with the Miami and Potawatomi unless 
they could secure the positive approval and support of the traders. 
‘he latter were concerned to have therr claims—sometimes two 
or three times the actual amount of credit they had extended to 
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the Indians—allowed and paid for out of the annuities. They 
also wished to get control of some of the most desirable Indian 
land without having it put up at auction like the public land. 
At the treaty grounds the traders were in full force, fighting for 
these interests. They worked through the chiefs and headmen of 
the tribes to whom they made available gifts, loans, and various 
services. The principal chief of the Miami, Jean B. Richardville, 
had aequired enough civilization to appreciate the value of land, 
and the traders, playing upon his cupidity, were able to get. his 
support for their numerous schemés. The commissioners likewise 
had to win Richardville’s approval of any treaty they might 
propose, and were obliged to provide lavish gifts and large 
individual reserves for him. 

To take care of traders’ claims, present and prospective, it was 
desirable that the annuities should be substantially increased or 
that the Government should agree to pay the! Indian debts. 
Resort was had to both methods to satisfy the traders. The Pota- 
watomi annuity was increased to $2,000 and the Miami annuity 
was increased to $25,000.8 Potawatomi debts of $9,573 and 
‘Miami debts of $7,727 were assumed by the Government. In 
addition, it agreed to distribute goods valued at $41,259 to the 
Miami during the next two years: Other clauses which were 
inserted in the treaties to gain the approval of the Indians 
provided for the donation of large herds of cattle and hogs, the 
construction of a grist mill for the Potawatomi, the appointment 
of a miller, a blacksmith, and eight laborers to work for the 
Indians, and funds for the education of the. Indian children. 
Hach Miami chief was to be given a wagon, a yoke of oxen, and 
a house worth $600. Such provisions scarcely sounded as if the 
Indians were planning to move.from the Wabash in the near 
future. 

These provisions were far more liberal than those granted to 
many other Indian tribes and it might be expected that they 
would have induced a very extensive cession of territory. But 
such was. not the case. The Potawatomi surrendered a small

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tract of 276,000 acres fronting on Lake Michigan and the Miami 
and Potawatomi surrendered joint ownership of some 650,000 
to 700,000 acres in a long narrow strip just north of the Wabash.® 
Irom the latter cession, however, the Miami were permitted to 
retain 81,880 acres for special groups and 15,920 acres for indi- 
vidual reserves. 

The chief importance of these two treaties, aside from the 
surrender of land wanted by actual settlers, is that they opened 
the way for the construction of the Michigan Road and the 
Wabash and Erie Canal. The Potawatomi ceded a strip of land 
one hundred feet wide through their remaining lands for a right 
of way for a road from Lake Michigan to the Wabash, and also 
a section of land for each mile of road to be constructed from 
Lake Michigan to the Ohio River. The treaty in its origimal 
form gave the Indiana legislature “a right to locate the said road, 
and to apply the said sections, or the proceeds thereof, to the 
making of the same, or any part thereof”; and put the grant 
“at their sole disposal.’ This came so close to legislating by 
treaty that the provision was stricken out by the Senate. The 
Miami treaty provided that the State of Indiana might lay out a 
road or canal through the 81,880 acres reserved for the whole 
tribe and appropriated a right of way of SIX chains along these 
sections for a canal. 

The people of Indiana were not at all impressed with the 
results of the negotiations. In return for the huge quantities of 
food, liquor, and gifts provided as well as the large annuities 
promised, they had expected more than the relatively small 
cessions actually made. The people were disturbed that the 
“Miami retained ownership of their large reservations south of 
the Wabash. Furthermore, the individual reservations to the 
chiefs, numerous half-breeds, and other hangers-on threatened 
to carry far a dangerous innovation in land and Indian policy 
which permitted insiders to control choice locations of land.

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There had grown up in the administration of Indian affairs a 
method of passing Indian lands to the whites without subjecting 
them to the land laws of the United States. The statutory 
method of land disposal was for the Indians to cede land to the 
United States, whereupon it became subject to the administration 
of the General Land Office. This office would have the land 
surveyed and advertised for sale at public auction to the highest 
bidder. Land. which was not sold at the auction could then be 
purchased for $1.25 per acre. Under this system many million 
acres of land in the United States were conveyed to private 
ownership. It was fair, democratic, and understood by all. 
True, persons with capital could purchase land in unlimited 
amounts, but in the purchase they had no special advantages over 
_the settler who wanted merely a quarter section. Indian traders 
who well knew the value of certain land within reservations had 
developed, by 1826, another system of land disposal which had 
no statutory sanction, but which enabled them to get many of 
the best locations within the Indian cessions. This rival land 
system flourished in the twenties and thirties, was revived in the 
fifties and sixties in a somewhat different form, and was not 
abolished until 1871 when the House of Representatives, having 
no control over the method, revolted against it. 

The nonstatutory method of land disposal worked in. this 
way: traders and Indian agents, who generally co- operated closely 
with one another, would include in the Indian treaties provisions 
authorizing the patenting of certain lands to chiefs, half-breeds, 
or ordinary members of the tribes. ‘These reservees conveyed their 
rights to traders in payment of real or imaginary debts before 
the treaty was signed or shortly thereafter. Although presidential 
approval for such conveyances was necéssary in most cases, the 
approval could be secured easily provided the agents would report 
that the Indians had received a fair price for their land. It 
was to protect the Indians against the results of their own ignor- 
ance that Congress had forbidden whites to negotiate with 
individuals for the purchase of land. As the agents were either 
under obligation to the traders for support in treaty negotiations, 
or were personally interested in some of the reserves, they could 
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usually be induced to send in a favorable report even though the 
Indians might have bartered their holdings away for some 
trinkets or a few drinks. By this means thousands of acres in 
Ohio, Indiana, Illinois,. Michigan, Wisconsin, Alabama, and 
Mississippi went into private ownership. In the two states of 
Indiana and Alabama alone 550,000 acres were thus patented. 

On numerous occasions Tipton publicly denounced the grant- 
ing of individual reserves, but they were rarely eliminated from 
the treaties he was instrumental in negotiating. In the treaty 
of 1826 with the Miami, the commissioners allowed three and 
one-half sections to Richardville, two sections to the chief’s sons, 
and sixteen and one-fourth sections to other influential Miami. 
The Potawatomi treaty of the same year provided for eighty-six 
individual reserves amounting to some 29,600 acres which were 
granted to chiefs, half-breeds, fifty-eight Indian scholars, and 
a few white men with claims against the Indians. Many of these 
individual reserves were bargained for at the time by traders and 
were obviously included at their request. 

Taking a leaf from the notebook of the traders, Isaac McCoy 
and Johnston Lykins, Baptist missionaries to the Potawatom1, 
had included in the treaty with the latter a provision that fifty- 
eight quarter sections should be granted to as many scholars of 
the Carey Mission school. It was expected that the school would 
be the chief beneficiary of these grants. McCoy acknowledged, 
however, that the reserves were sold to whites and the proceeds 
used for food and clothing and were of little good to the grantees 
or the school.1® All evidence goes to show that the same thing 
happened to the other individual reserves. Sooner or later they 
came into the hands of the traders, Indian agents, and land 
speculators such as the Ewings, Hamilton, Taber, Coquillard, 
Comparet, Tipton, Abel C. Pepper, and others who obtained 
them for much less than their market value. John C. Calhoun 
had expected that the granting of individual reserves would be 
followed by “speculations, the grossest frauds, and by the greatest

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injustice to the Indians... .”41 Like Jackson he opposed their 
inclusion in the treaties, but to no effect. 

Tipton, Cass, and Ray, fearing that the numerous individual 
reserves would not be acceptable to the Indian Office, and certain 
that negotiations would fall through unless they were included, 
put the best light they could on the matter in a letter to cil 
of War James Barbour, explaining: almost all the reservees “are 
of Indian descent; and the few who are not so, are connected 
with them by oncly associations, by trade, or by other circum- 
stances. And all these grants have been inserted at the particular 
request of the Indians; and most of the grantees have materially 
aided us during the negotiation.”’12 

Cass had stated to Barbour already that the principle of 
making grants to half-breeds was fully recognized by numerous 
treaties of 1817 to 1824.18 The individual reserve policy was 
sanctioned by the Government and agreed to by the Senate just 
as the use of whisky was condoned by Indian agents in treaty 
negotiations. Both were equally harmful to the Indians, both 
increased trader influence and profits, and both seemed to be 
essential to treaty making. 

Most of the Indian agents on the Wabash, including Tipton, 
early became interested, personally, in these individual reserves. 
Four days after the Miami treaty was signed, the chief Le Gros 
made a will wherein he stipulated that the four sections to which 
he was entitled should go to Tipton. When the matter became 
known on Le Gros’ death, the unfavorable publicity induced 
‘Lipton to pay Le Gros’ heirs $4,000 for the 2,560 acres he had 
received, but neither this compensation nor any amount of 
explanation could gloss over the act. 

Tipton also had an eye on the section reserved to Geor: ge Cicott 
at the junction of the Wabash and Eel rivers and the near-by

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Richardville reserve. These valuable lands lay in the center of 
the Indian country, adjotning the tract: to which he had been 
urging the removal of the agency. The attitude of the traders at 
the 1826 treaties gave Tipton plenty of excuse to push the 
project of removal once more. Not only was the agency too 
remote from the Indians, argued Tipton, but it was too close to 
numerous grog shops and to the traders who sold his wards 
whisky, encouraged them to run up debts which must later be 
deducted from annuities, and constantly cheated them in the 
sale of goods. Removal to a new community would enable him 
to exercise greater control over the traders and to minimize their 
harmful influence upon the Indians. 

When the people of Fort Wayne learned of Tipton’s efforts to 
remove the agency they were aroused to vigorous protest. Here 
one sees the paradoxical situation of a people who had constantly 
urged Indian removal and complained of Indian depredations 
heatedly opposing the withdrawal of the agency and subsequently 
actually opposing Indian removal. Into the coffers of the traders 
at Fort Wayne went most of the disbursements in the way of 
annuities, gifts, salaries, and contingent funds. Since the 
removal of the agency would destroy this highly lucrative 
business the Fort Wayne merchants put aside their petty jeal- 
ousies and joined in common defense to prevent it. They raised 
the old cry of mismanagement and misuse of funds and finally 
sought Tipton’s dismissal.'¢ Temporarily Tipton was shorn of 
friends among the old traders but he was stoutly supported by 
Lewis Cass, his immediate superior in the Indian administration. 
Cass was not one to disregard traders’ rights, but in this instance 
he became convinced that the welfare of the Indians and the 
greater convenience of Tipton required removal. With his 
influence on Tipton’s side of the quarrel, the transfer of the 
agency was authorized in 1828. 

The removal was a major victory for Tipton. It showed that 
the powerful group of traders centered at Fort Wayne was not 
to be the dominant factor in determining Indian policy on the 
Wabash. Tipton and his friends were able to lay out to the best

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advantage and to buy control of the Indian reserves which were 
set aside at the junction of the Wabash and Eel rivers by the 
treaties of 1826. The town of Logansport was established on the 
George Cicott reserve by Chauncy Carter shortly after the 
removal of the agency. Carter then sold most of the remaining 
portion of the 640-acre reserve to Tipton, who subsequently 
added several subdivisions to the town. The latter also acquired 
the Richardville reserve adjoining the Cicott reserve on the east, 
thus securing for himself and his heirs the future development 
of the town in that direction. Tipton profited handsomely from 
the sale of lots and suburban real estate. Political prestige, 
control of a considerable amount of patronage, and ownership 
of valuable real estate all combined * make Tipton the out- 
standing leader of Logansport. 

To the new town gravitated those traders whose pr Ts 
depended on Indian annuities, among them being Cyrus Taber, 
Hyacinthe Lasselle, and George W. Ewing, of the firm of W. G. 
and G. W. Ewing. Whisky was available in as many grog shops 
in Logansport as had been the case at Fort Wayne!® and the 
Indians were induced to overpurchase as often and were cheated 
as badly. Cynics were later to ask what benefit had been secured 
by removal other than the enhancement of Tipton’s fortune. 

The breach between Tipton and the traders was soon healed, 
for each side needed the aid of the other. Tipton’s position as. 
Indian agent was recognized as one of the choice appointments 
in Indiana and scheming politicians sought to displace him. 
His hold on the position depended on his ability to keep in the 
good graces of the Indiana delegation in Congress, and that in 
turn necessitated making as few enemies as possible. Moreover, 
the traders could prevent the negotiation of treaties and the 
cession of land by the Indian tribes, failure to secure which 
would soon ruin an agent. The traders, on the other hand, could 
not afford to incur the ill will of ‘Tipton who knew their game 
and could easily checkmate them. Their trading licenses he

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could revoke, their share in contracts for supplying Indian goods 
and services he could terminate, and their claims against the 
Indians for debts he could disallow. Furthermore, the traders 
needed Tipton’s assistance in their efforts to secure control of 
the valuable individual reserves which were being provided for 
in successive treaties. First Cyrus Taber and then Allen 
Hamilton renewed friendship with Tipton, but the wings were 
not far behind in ingratiating themselves with him. 

The scramble for control of the 193,000 acres of individual 
reserves provided for in the Miami and Potawatomi treaties of 
1818 to 1840 was most unedifying. At times the reserve question 
seemed to push into the background the struggle for contracts 
for Indian goods and for the recognition of Indian debts. 
Numerous combinations were made among the traders, agents, 
and local speculators. Since all members had to work through 
Tipton to secure confirmation of their titles, he was included 
in many such groups. ‘To some it seemed that Tipton was 
gobbling up the choicest spots in the Wabash Valley and 
numerous complaints were made to Washington that he was 
taking advantage of his position as Indian agent to advance his 
own ends. Jonathan McCarty, a Whig member of Congress from 
Indiana and a bitter political enemy of Tipton, introduced a 
resolution into the House in 1835 to provide for an investigation 
of the “survey, location, sale, and transfer of all Indian reserves 
of land since the year 1825... .” After McCarty had explained 
that the resolution was not directed at any agent or agents in 
his state it was adopted,‘® but no report seems to have resulted. 

The treaties of 1826 and the enlarged annuities they provided 
made the ultimate removal of the Indians from the Wabash even 
more difficult. No frontier community could be disdainful of 
payments in specie which ran as high as $100,000 in some years. 
The payments of annuities, the distribution of gifts bought from 
traders, and the assumption of Indian debts were followed by a 
period of prosperity for agents, traders, town-lot speculators, 
and other groups who, on account of their friendship with

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Tipton, were permitted to share in supplying the Indians with 
goods and services. These interested groups could not look 
forward with pleasure to the final removal of the Indians, the 
exploitation of whem was so profitable. 

The opening of the lands north of the Wabash to settlement 
and the action of Congress in granting 355,000 acres of land to 
aid in the construction of a. canal to connect the Wabash and 
Maumee rivers attracted attention to northern Indiana. he 
settlers who now began to press into this area looked upon the 
Indians as a nuisance, if not as a dangerous menace to peaceful 
development. Tipton was responsive to the settlers’ demands for 
Indian removal and continued to press for further cessions of 
territory. In 1828 two additional cessions were made. ‘he first 
of these was concluded with the Hel River band of Miami who — 
agreed to surrender a reservation of 64,000 acres near Lebanon.!7 
To obtain this cession, Tipton distributed goods to the value of 
$2, 000 and agreed to provide a quantity valued at $8,000 the 
next summer. He also promised to build twelve log houses, clear 
and fence forty acres of land, and to distribute a considerable 
number of horses, saddles, bridles, and oxen. The second cession 
was secured from the Potawatomi by Cass and Pierre Menard, 
Tipton being somewhat out of favor. at the moment. However, 
he was present at the negotiations and it cannot be doubted that 
he had a share in securing the consent of the Indians to it. Under 
this second treaty the Potawatomi surrendered title to nearly a 
million acres in northwestern Indiana and 130,000 acres in 
southwestern Michigan.18 In return they were promised that 
goods to the amount of ‘$30,000 would be distributed among them 
immediately, $15,000 in goods and silver would be distributed 
the following year, their annuities were to be increased by $3,000, 
and material of various kinds and labor were to be provided. 
Individual reserves amounting to 10,240 acres were also author- 
ized by the treaty of 1828. 

The increasing prestige which Tipton’s position gave him and 
his success in using the rapidly growing patronage to build up a

political machine made him an outstanding figure in Indiana 
politics. In 1830 there were subject to his appointment two 
subagents, one or more interpreters, two millers, a gunsmith, 
two blacksmiths, three assistants, and ten laborers. Extra help 
was necessary to transport funds for annuities, to police the 
treaty grounds, and to carry out the numerous other provisions 
of the various treaties. Few officials in Indiana had as much 
patronage to dispense. As important as the offices to be distrib- 
uted was the rapidly increasing amount of annuities, gifts, and 
contracts to be administered. Tipton could allocate to friends 
shares in the purchase of goods which were to be given to the: 
Indians; he could allow or deny the payment of debts alleged 
to be owed to traders; he could withhold or grant contracts for 
the purchase of food, lumber, and agricultural implements. 
Control over this patronage enabled Tipton to build up a loyal 
following—almost a political machine. Before the election of 
1830 friends proposed that he offer himself as a candidate for 
the United States Senate. Tipton, although ambitious for 
advancement, felt that circumstances were not yet right for the 
venture, and declined, but when Senator James Noble died in 
1831, he was willing to be considered for the vacancy. 

Although his legislative experience had been confined to a 
short service in the Indiana legislature during which he had 
done little to distinguish himself, Tipton had acquired a flair 
for politics. He was keenly sensitive to public opinion, with 
which he generally managed to be in agreement even though 
agreement was sometimes achieved only by strenuous mental 
gymnastics. Unschooled as he was, he had learned to make a 
reasonably effective speech and to scribble anonymous letters in 
which he subjected his opponents to a crude frontier kind of 
ridicule. .It was the fashion of the time for aspiring politicians 
to hide behind anonymity when they attacked their opponents 
and, indeed, such anonymous letters are among the few bright 
spots in the bleak journalism of the day. Tipton’s journalistic 
ventures came near getting him into difficulty at one time, but, 
when challenged to come out into the open, he was ready to do 
so and to fight his opponent fairly. 
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On public issues of the day ‘Tipton was warmest in his support 
of internal improvements for Indiana, especially the Michigan 
Road and the Wabash and Erie Canal. The slavery question was 
not an important issue in Indiana at the time but his Tennessee 
background assured his sympathy with the prevailing. opinion in 
his state. In common with most Hoosiers, he favored a speedy 
removal of-the Indians to the West. Patronage, he maintained, 
should be distributed among persons of “sound” -principles, a 
view held doubtless by most of his contemporaries! When, 
however, his friends were dismissed, he turned against the 
dispensers of public office, condemned the misuse of the patron- 
age, and broke with many Jacksonians.- He favored a “sound” 
banking policy and tariff aids to industry and agriculture, 
especially where they might aid Indiana. That he did not 
understand the real questions involved in banking . and tariff 
policy is not surprising considering that he had. not overcome 
the defects in his education by wide reading. When he found 
that the public did not follow him on these issues he was quite 
ready to veer with the wind. Not given to the rough and tumble 
of open debate and preferring to operate behind the scenes, 
‘Lipton nevertheless was a formidable candidate. 

Tipton’s opponents in the race for the Senate were men of 
his own stamp, but they possessed somewhat more education and 
experience in politics. However, they lacked the powerful 
support which he had built up for himself in the years he had 
served as Indian agent. ‘Tipton was the dark horse of the 
campaign. On the first ballot he received only one vote, while 
his more experienced rivals, Samuel Judah, Jesse L. Holman, 
Thomas H. Blake, and James Rariden, received respectively 
86, 28, 23, and 16. On successive ballots Tipton gradually picked 
up strength until, on the seventh, he received a clear majority 
and was elected.19 The election revealed that while Tipton was 
not the strongest candidate he was the only one on whom the 
different factions could finally compromise. 

Since his term was to expire in 1833, Tipton scarcely hail time 
to take his seat before he had to begin the wearying task of:

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campaigning for re-election. His political enemies revived the 
old charges of extravagance in office, misappropriation of public 
funds, speculating in Indian reserves, and removing the Indian 
office from Fort Wayne to Logansport to benefit himself and his 
friends financially, all of which he had again to answer and 
attempt to refute. His vote for the measure to recharter the 
Second United States Bank and his opposition to the removal 
of the deposits had damaged his prestige among the followers of 
Jackson without whose support he could not expect success. 
Tipton’s victory in 18381 had been achieved with the support of 
Clay Whigs and some critics felt that he was attempting to carry 
water on both shoulders. Furthermore, Tipton came in for some 
censure for the failure to secure the removal of the Potawatomi 
from Indiana. 

Tipton was learning the rules of the political game, and he 
dealt as hard blows as his opponents. His campaign was 
conducted by means of numerous letters to supporters, violent 
journalistic activity of the mud-slinging variety, and a period 
of “fence mending” in Indiana. T'o compensate for the patronage 
he lost when he resigned the Indian agency he promised his 
supporters positions such as land offices, postmasterships, clerk- 
ships, and contracts for surveying and supplying goods to the 
Indian Office. So numerous were these promises that Tipton 
subsequently was to be hard pressed to fulfill them. His 
opponents could make as many promises as he and it is a question 
whether he won more support than he lost in this way. He 
angled for the votes of the followers of both Jackson and Clay. 
The Jackson men he hoped to keep in line by pointing to his 
military record, his previous support of Jackson, and his close 
friendship with some of Jackson’s Hoosier leaders such as Israel 
T. Canby, Samuel Milroy, and James Rariden. Hearing of the 
indignation of the Indiana Democrats at his attitude on the 
Bank, Tipton attempted to crawl out of a difficult situation by 
saying that he had misinterpreted the will of the people. Hence- 
forth, he promised, he would be guided by the instructions of 
the majority. The Clay men he courted by his stand on internal 
improvements, the tariff, the patronage, and the Bank. | 
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The support of the powerful group of traders on the Wabash 
was secured to Tipton by his aid to the commissioners who 
negotiated three treaties with the Potawatomi in 1832. In 
addition to surrendering more than three million acres north 
of the Wabash and a smaller amount on the Illinois side of the 
common boundary, these treaties provided for additional annu- 
ities of $50,000 per year, the distribution of $177,000 worth of 
goods in 1832 and $70,000 the following year; and the payment 
of debts owed by the Indians to the amount of $110,000. These 
treaties gave the Potawatomi the largest annuity of any tribe 
in the country.2° The Fort Wayne, Logansport, and Chicago 
traders were certain to profit by these transactions on a larger 
scale than ever before. Furthermore, the treaties: provided for 
small tribal reservations of 192 sections and individual reserva- 
tions of 8234 sections in which the more influential traders 
already had a large stake. Such treaties, involving surrender of 
large blocks of land, increased annuities, the payment of debts 
by the Government, and numerous individual reserves were 
sufficient to make the traders feel that Tipton was still a valuable 
man to them for he had aided in negotiating them and on him 
they must rely for ratification. 

The senatorial contest aroused keen interest throughout Indi- 
ana. State and Federal officeholders, machine politicians, holders 
of government contracts and others seeking them, all came to 
Indianapolis in December, 1832, to support their candidates. 
Feeling ran high, bargains were arranged, promises made, and 
votes swapped. «At the last moment Tipton’s chance of election 
was endangered by the disclosure that he had failed to vote on 
Clay’s land bill providing for the distribution to the states of 
the proceeds of the sales of public lands. In this atmosphere, 
supercharged with the political intrigue and emotionalism char- 
acteristic of frontier campaigns, nineteen ballots were taken 
before a: decision could be reached. Tipton was high man in 
the running, but it was with the greatest difficulty that his 
managers could attract sufficient votes to obtain a majority. 
Aaron Finch, a Tipton leader, later acknowledged that it had

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been necessary “to buy up a Jackson and a Clay man or two’’*! 
to ensure T1pton’s election. 

Having won his position in the Senate through promises of 
patronage and government largess, Tipton had to expect: a flood 
of requests for the fulfillment of all these promises. As with all 
members of Congress, no small share of his time was spent in 
urging the removal of existing officers to make way for new 
appointees, in seeking the opportunity of filling new positions, 
or in protecting those persons in office who had supported him. 
He frequently condemned the practice of the Jacksonians in 
demanding that officeholders should support all administration 
measures and resisted efforts to remove those who had not given 
such loyal support. He deplored the removal of some of his close 
friends for default, and for good reason, since in at. least one case 
the default was owing to a loan a friendly land officer had made 
to him. On the other hand Tipton would labor diligently to 
secure desired appointments for his friends. Although he was 
coming to feel less and less at home with the Jacksonians, he still 
managed to get a considerable number of positions and contracts 
for those to whom he was under obligation. Throughout his 
term in the Senate he kept close watch over Indian matters in 
northern Indiana and had a share in assigning offices and 
contracts, one of the latter being secured for his son. By and 
large, his attitude on patronage disposal was no better and no 
worse than that of his associates. _ 

It cannot be said that Tipton cut a great figure in the Senate. 
Not given to the oratorical flourishes so beloved by his age he 
preferred to speak only on those issues which directly concerned 
his state. Rarely, therefore, did he join in debates on the major 
questions of the time, save when they impinged upon the welfare 
of Indiana. Congress seemed to be little influenced by his brief 
speeches, and an unwary reader of the Debates might assume that 
he was a figure little regarded by his colleagues. This would be 
a mistake, for Tipton was a man of some consequence in the halls 
of’ Congress. |

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Tipton’s friendship with Lewis Cass, now secretary of war and 
in charge of Indian affairs, enabled him to exercise influence in 
Indian matters on the Wabash and was helpful to him in his 
work on the Committee on Indian Affairs. Another warm friend 
was Richard M. Johnson who, as a member of the House 
Committee on Indian Affairs, aided him in his fight to reform 
the Indian administration. -Johnson’s fame as a military hero, 
lieutenant of the Jackson forces in Congress, and vice-president 
of the United States has not lasted, but at the time he was in 
the foreground of public discussion. His vacillation, his uncrit- 
ical support of Jackson, and his failure to champion great. issues 
did not make for a lasting reputation.22 Yet he seemed to Tipton 
to be more promising presidential timber than Cass or Van 
Buren. The latter Tipton distrusted, and to thwart his ambitions 
for the presidency Tipton pushed the more vigorously the claims 
of Johnson. He wrote frequent letters to the press and to old 
friends in which he urged them to work up sentiment in Indiana 
for Johnson, but the effect was negligible. ~ Johnson lacked 
popular appeal and could not contend with a man who had the 
full support of the Federal bureaucracy. On this issue, as well 
as on others, Tipton showed his independence of the Jackson 
crowd. 

Tipton’s major interests while in the Senate were internal 
improvements and Indian removal. On the former issue he 
differed from Jackson as did most Hoosiers, whether followers 
of Jackson or Clay. Appropriations for the National Road, for 
bridging the Wabash, for the Michigan Road, and for the Wabash 
and Erie Canal he strongly supported. Without these improve- 
ments Indiana would be slow to develop; much of its land would 
be inaccessible to settlers and its goods could not find a market. 
With the improvements settlers would flock into areas previously 
inhabited only by Indians; transportation costs would be re- 
duced ; commerce and industry would thrive; land values would 
increase; Indiana would take its rightful place among those 
prospering and rapidly developing states which had the intelli-

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gence and courage to undertake programs of road, canal, and 
railroad construction. 

Since the Federal Government reserved to itself the admin- 
istration of and proceeds derived from the land in the western 
states, Tipton argued that internal improvements should be 
financed. by Federal’ grants of land or money. Federal grants 
were building the National Road but as that was definitely an 
interstate project these expenditures had not aroused the sensi- 
bilities of those who favored a strict interpretation of the Consti- 
tution. When requests for aid to projects which lay wholly 
within a state were presented to Congress, however, there was a 
tendency on the part of the strict constructionists to regard them 
as beyond the scope of Federal powers. This was Jackson’s 
view as expressed in his veto of the Maysville Turnpike Bill. 
On the question of Federal aid the West could not follow the 
leadership of its great hero and on this issue Tipton now broke 
with Jackson. 

When Tipton reached the Senate he urged that funds be 
appropriated to improve the Wabash River below Lafayette. 
A‘ vigorous campaign finally won favorable Congressional action 
but the measure ran foul of Jackson’s peculiar and illogical views 
on the constitutionality of internal improvements.?? ‘Tipton’s 
admiration for the old warrior was seriously strained by the veto 
message, and it aroused him to the greatest oratorical venture 
of his career. He challenged Jackson’s whole conception of the 
part the Federal Government should play in internal improve- 
ments. He presented data which showed that numerous appro- 
priations for improving rivers and harbors of much less signifi- 
cance than the Wabash had been: approved by Jackson, thereby 
revealing the obvious inconsistency of the administration. He 
ably urged the constitutional and economic justification of the 
measure. When the Washington Globe attacked him for his 
disagreement with the President,24 Tipton struck back vigor-

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ously. The frown of the President, the threat of being deprived 
of the patronage, the ‘insinuations and rodomontade of ‘the 
official newspaper could not deter him from the path he had 
chosen. He called Jackson’s bluff as to the reasons for opposing 
appropriations for such a long and obviously interstate enterprise 
and, although subjected to another salvo of abuse from the 
Globe,?® he held his own. He induced the Senate to adopt two 
resolutions providing for further investigation of the matter 
and slightly later, with the help of William Hendricks, his 
colleague from Indiana, he won senatorial approval for a new 
bill. authorizing an appropriation for the improvement of the 
Wabash.?& 

Throughout his term Tipton continued to fight for Federal 
aid to internal improvements in Indiana and against the narrow 
and inconsistent policy of Jackson. He sought financial assist- 
ance for the extension of the National Road, for a bridge across 
the’ Wabash, for improvements on the Lower Wabash, for 
numerous local projects in northern Indiana and Michigan, and 
additional grants of land for the Wabash and Erie Canal. He 
urged Congress to provide for a harbor at Michigan City and 
when Chicago, rather than Michigan City, was given the grant. 
he asked for a vote on his measure so that his constituents could 
see that he had done his duty by them.27 Tipton’s motives were 
twofold: the legitimate desire to get Federal aid for canals and 
roads which were so essential for his district, and the obviously 
political motive generally associated with “pork barrel” legis- 
lation. His success was variable, being dependent upon his ability 
to join with others for mutual support. Never was he able to 
get an appropriation for the Wabash River although he did 
wrest from a reluctant Congress money for a bridge across it. 
The Cumberland Road was liberally supported, receiving for 
construction in Indiana $100,000 in 1832, $150,000 in 1834, 
$100,000 in 1835, $250,000 in 1836, $100,000 in 1837, and

$150,000 in 1888.28 ‘Tipton’s efforts on behalf of Michigan City 
were also successful, despite early defeats. In 1834 an appro- 
priation of $5,000 was made for a lighthouse at that point. Two 
years later harbor improvements were authorized with an 
appropriation of $20,000 which was supplemented by appro- 
priations of $30,000 im 1837 and $60,733 in 1838.79 

Meanwhile, the public lands of northern Indiana were being 
snatched up by a hardy crowd of speculators, including all the 
prominent Indian traders. Elsewhere has been published a list 
of the larger purchasers of Federal land in Indiana which shows 
the extent of accumulation permitted by the land system.3° The 
Wabash traders bought Federal lands but their game was the 
individual reserves and the Canal and Michigan Road lands 
which were so much more advantageously located. Following is 
an incomplete but significant table of the land acquisitions of 
some of the Wabash traders :3!

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Coquillard, Hamilton, Taber, and the Hannas all acquired 
interests in individual reserves to the amount of a number of 
thousand acres but it is difficult to ascertain the actual acreage 
each owned. All of these men were heavily involved in the 
promotion of numerous towns from which they were to draw 
large returns. Lipton concentrated his town-lot business in 
Logansport, Lagro, Huntington, and Fort Wayne. These large 
investments in wild lands and urban property made this group 
most active in their support of public aid to internal improve- 
ments. 

The construction of the Michigan Road was made possible 
by the Potawatomi treaty of 1826, by which a right of way 
through their lands and a donation of 69,152 acres, or slightly 
more than 264 sections, were obtained.?4 As land was then sell- 
ing, the donation was worth in excess of $200, 000, sufficient to 
provide for the cost of construction. Completed, though poorly, 
in 1834, the Michigan Road was an important artery of com- 
merce between the Wabash Valley and Lake Michigan.3> Need- 
less to say, Tipton saw to it that the road was laid out through 
the town of Logansport. 

Of greater significance to northern Indiana was the Wabash | 
and Hrie Canal to connect what was regarded as the head of 
navigation on the Wabash with Lake Erie, by way of the Maumee 
River. A natural route long used by fur traders because of the 
easy portage, it early attracted the attention of travelers who 
saw in it a means of developing settlement and internal com- 
merce. ‘I'he Fort Wayne and Logansport traders and speculators, 
and the scattered settlers on the Upper Wabash, as well as the 
more numerous settlers on the Lower Wabash united behind 
Tipton in a move to secure aid for the canal. Since the route 
cut through the heart of the Miami country it was first essential 
to obtain a cession of the Indian lands in its vicinity. Tipton 
had partially accomplished this in 1826 when the Miami ceded 
a long narrow strip on the north side of the route. This cession —

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enabled Congress in the following year to grant to the state for 
the aid of the canal five sections of public land in the alternate- 
section pattern for each mile of the route.8® As the canal was 
then planned the grant would have amounted to 355,000 acres 
had all the land been obtained.?* Such a quantity of land located 
close by the proposed canal was worth well in excess of $400,000, 
but it was not possible to collect that amount in cash. Conse- 
quently, if the canal was to be completed soon, ee assist- 
ance had to be secured for it. 

While Tipton and the Wabash traders were willing to. push 
vigorously any move to obtain aid for the construction of the 
Wabash and Erie Canal, agreeing that it was essential for their 
region, they were not averse to taking part in schemes to advance 
their own fortunes at the expense of the canal. The treaties of 
1826 and 1828 had provided for individual reserves to the 
amount of 53,000 acres, more than half of which lay within 
the area of the canal grant. Some of these reserves ‘Tipton was 
instructed to locate. The anxiety of the purchasers of the Indian | 
rights to locate choice selections before the canal agents got them 
led Tipton to push the matter with unwonted vigor. As a result, 
the state failed to obtain some of the locations on the Wabash 
which were naturally most suitable for mill sites, wharves, 
warehouses, homes, and farms. For his hasty action Tipton was 
reprimanded by his superior, and with good reason, for he and _ 
his associates, it was later found, were personally interested in 
a number of these reservations. That the exclusion of these 
choice locations from the Indian cessions and the canal grant 
was harmful to the canal is shown by the fact that 24,290 acres 
thus excluded were valued at $202,458 in 1840, or more than 
$8.00 per acre.38 This figure was far in excess of the price

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received for the less advantageously located canal land. Failure 
of the canal to receive this valuable land had a serious effect upon 
its income. Hence a second and larger grant was sought by 
Tipton and his Wabash associates. This larger grant was not 
‘to be obtained until later but in 1830 they succeeded in pushing 
through Congress a measure donating 29,528 acres to compensate 
for the individual reserves which had been taken from the 
original grant.?? 

In 1834 the State of Indiana was induced by the sealie 
Wabash partisans to provide for a loan of $400,000 to aid in 
constructing the canal.4° Two years later, as part of the Mam- 
~ moth Internal Improvement Act, even larger sums were appro- 
priated for the canal and its branches.41 Indiana was growing 
mightily in these years. Employment on the construction 
projects, high wages, rising commodity prices, and the ease with 
which money could: be borrowed for the purchase of land drew 
immigrants to all parts of the state both from the East and from 
the older southern states. New cities and towns sprang up, log 
cabins dotted the countryside, highways, canals, and. even’ rail- 
roads were being pushed hither and yon. The Specie Circular 
of 1836 and the suspension of specie payments in the following — 
_ year brought the tide of prosperity and expansion to a halt. 
There followed a period of slower and sounder development in 
which private initiative and — eapePee the system of public 
eredit. o | 
Tipton’s views on the tariff ‘evil his lack of wide reading 
and his desire to encourage the beginning of industry. Although 
his constituents were almost exclusively engaged in agriculture, 
he was less influenced by this.than by the economic sophistries 
of Henry Clay’s American System. Farmers would benefit by 
the development of industry in their midst, he was inclined to 
believe. Consequently such infant industries as might be encour- 
aged to establish themselves in Indiana deserved every possible 
assistance. When he learned that an Englishman had established

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in Indiana a plant to produce china and porcelain he favored 
raising the tariff on these goods. Wines and liquors were 
produced in Indiana as in every frontier community and to 
make sure that they would monopolize the home market, Tipton — 
would raise rates to shut out foreign competition. Tipton was 
troubled that the famous Mackinaw blankets used so extensively. 
in the Indian trade were imported from Hngland and when it 
was rumored that a Hoosier entrepreneur had undertaken to 
produce blankets of a comparable quality, Tipton promptly — 
favored a tariff subsidy for the local promoter. The opposition 
of John Jacob Astor to this policy did not trouble Tipton, who 
had engaged in a tiff with Astor’s company over the sale of 
whisky to the Indians while he was Indian agent. Even though - 
American blankets were inferior, Tipton would shut out those 
of foreign make in the hope that such action would enable local 
manutacturers to improve the quality of their goods. 'Tipton’s 
Whiggish views concerning the tariff won approval from the 
Indiana followers of Henry Clay, many of whom supported him 
in the campaign of 1832. 

The banking and currency issues of the Jacksonian period 
caused Tipton some embarrassment because of the confusion in 
his own thought and his anxiety to act as the people of his state 
desired. He favored rechartering the Second United States Bank, 
as has been seen, disapproved of the removal of the deposits, and 
opposed vigorously the Independent Treasury scheme of Van 
Buren. Instead of the latter he favored Federal deposits in state 
banks. On the Specie Circular Tipton spoke strongly, condemn- 
ing Jackson for his arbitrary interference with economic affairs. 
Not a hard money man, as was “old Bullion” Benton, Tipton 
talked a good deal about making “land office money” available. 

On the land question Tipton reflected fairly consistently the 
attitude of the West. He thoroughly approved Calhoun’s plan 
for donating the public lands to the states in which they were 
located.42 Finding donation unobtainable, he supported land 
. grants for internal improvements. He seemed to vacillate on pre-

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emption, a measure greatly desired by his section, but when 
Henry Clay attacked the squatters upon the public lands, espe- 
cially those who were on the public lands in Indiana, Tipton — 
came to their defense in a vigorous accusation that Clay failed 
to understand western character. In 1837 he underestimated the ' 
amount of land speculation going on in his own state, although 
a little later, when debating the Specie Circular, he admitted 
that the deposit of Federal funds in the “pet banks” had pro- 
duced tremendous inflation and large-scale purchasing of land. 
by speculators. Tipton himself was constantly buying, selling, 
and renting but he denied that he was speculating. When the 
Lake County squatters headed by Solon Robinson and William 
Clark were accused of speculating he maintained that they were 
“respectable and honest” men. Tipton here drew a careful 
distinction between the local resident who. bought land in lar ge 
tracts with the intention of improving it and the absentee owner 
who bought to hold for the rise, and who had no intention of 
spending money for improvements. Frontiersmen invariably rec- 
ognized this distinction. Tipton pressed for a graduation bill to 
reduce the price of land in proportion to the time it had been on 
the market and, with some reluctance, was finally induced to sup- 
port a measure restricting land entries to actual settlers.43 

That Tipton had gotten far away from his early associations 
is seen by his attitude on slavery. He did not want the subject 
to become a political issue and condemned the efforts of abolition- 
ists to stir up sectional feeling and to change the institution in 
the South. But he strongly opposed the extension of slavery to 
the territories, as Lincoln, another Southerner, was later to do.44 

Much of Tipton’s time was spent on private measures such 
as claims for damages, small appropriation bills, pensions for 
Revolutionary soldiers, and other items largely local in character. 
This is the way a politician mends his fences and Tipton worked 
hard at the task. Aside from the small claims and appropriations 
and his struggle for Federal aid to internal improvements, his

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time was largely taken up with duties as Laetitia of the Commit- 
tee on Indian Affairs. | 

Few members of the Senate were as well informed on Indian 
matters as Tipton. He had lived among the Indians on the 
frontier, hunted with them, had. become their confidant, re- 
ceived their legacies, profited from their indiscretions and in-. 
capacities, negotiated treaties with them and, as a result, had 
come to have a sympathetic understanding of their problems. 
No sentimentalist, he knew their doom was sealed, their days of 
. glory gone, their future destined to be one of degradation. Yet, 
identified as he was with the trader element which was exploiting 
the Indians, plying them with whisky, stealing their land, and 
debauching their young, he still maintained a certain sense of 
fairness towards the Indians, a desire to delay the inevitable, to 
lighten their burden. His wide experience and intimate knowl- 
edge of Indian matters made him an important member of the 
Committee on Indian Affairs at a time when it was attempting 
to crystallize, codify, and reform Indian policy and law. 

Careful consideration of Indian relations led to a series of 
measures in 18324° and 1834 which sought to better and systema- 
tize the laws concerning Indian administration with the aim of . 
imposing self-government upon the Indians and giving them 
greater protection against the white man’s greed. The act to 
create the Office of Indian Affairs*® gave to superintendents 
more authority over the agents and provided that the agents 
were to be assigned to specific territory from which they were 
to have the power of excluding undesirable elements. The pur- 
chase of goods for gifts to Indians and the distribution of annui- 
ties were to be subjected to more rigid control. Through the 
elimination of overlapping positions, the consolidation of small 
agencies, and the introduction of closer supervision the office — 
was expected to save annually some $80,000. On the other hand > 
larger salaries were expected to bring into the service a better 
type of men.

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The Indian Intercourse Act*? was designed to protect the 
Indians against what might be called “unfair exploitation.” It 
defined the Indian cotntry in which eastern tribes were to be 
—eolonized. In this country only licensed traders were to be per- 
mitted and their activities were made subject to critical examina- 

tion by the agents. No persons were to be permitted to barter 
- with the Indians for their traps, guns, tools, dishes, or other 
utensils as the Wabash traders had always done after a Govern- 
ment handout. Intruders, whether unlicensed traders, trappers, 
or settlers were to be expelled by military force. The distilling 
or sale of whisky was strictly forbidden. No private persons. 
were to be permitted to negotiate with Indians for the purchase 
of land and anyone caught tampering with Indians whether to 
stimulate insurrection or for other purposes was to be dealt with 
summarily. Heavy penalties were authorized for any violations 
of the act. Here was a far-reaching effort to bring order out of 
the chaotic relations between the two races. In it one can see 
clearly the hand of Tipton, who knew so well the devious ways 

by which annuities and gifts were pressed upon the Indians for | 
the cession of their land only to be taken away again for debts 
and by outright theft. Tipton’s greatest contribution to the 
solution of national problems was his share in framing the two 
Indian acts of 1834. Although the conception of an Indian 
country as established in the Intercourse Act was shortly to be 
changed, the other features of the measure were to last much 
longer. 

A third measure to reform the Indian udsitvlatvation: for. 
which Tipton fought hard, was defeated. This was the territorial 
bill for the establishment of a confederation of twenty-eight 
tribes having 133,000 members. Its aim was similar to that of. 


the Wheeler-Howard Act which President Franklin D. Roosevelt | 


signed just a century after Tipton’s measure was defeated. Both 
were designed to institute a system of self-government among 
the Indians as rapidly as it could safely be introduced. Tipton’s 
measure provided that the officers of the territory were to be 
a superintendent and a clerk assisted by a legislative council,

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the ro of which were to be elected annually. The council 

was to have the ordinary legislative powers but its acts were to 
be subject to presidential veto until the territory had reached 
a stage when self-government could be instituted. The territory 
was to maintain a delegate in Washington who was to sit in. 
_ Congress. | 

The measure was the work of Isaac McCoy 7, Johnston 
Lykins, Baptist missionaries and educators for whose judgment 
on Indian problems Tipton had much respect. Tipton was 
convinced that the measure was workable and the only satis- 
factory solution for the problem of Indian government. In 
perhaps his longest formal address he made out a strong case 
for it. The speech manifestly impressed members of the Senate, 
who were coming to have a feeling of respect for their Indiana 
colleague. They recognized, however, that it was too impractical 
for the time. Some of Tipton’s associates may have smiled at his 
efforts to guard against the very practices he had participated in 
and profited from during his administration of Indian affairs 
on the Wabash. That his sincerity was not questioned by any oi 
the opponents of the measure indicates how well he had lived 
down some of the early criticisms. 

Tipton’s concern about Indian suchianid in northern Indiana 
did not diminish during long absences on official duty in Wash- 
ington. The Miami still held a tract of more than a half million 
acres in central Indiana and both the Miami and Potawatom1 | 
retained numerous small but highly desirable tracts north of the 
Wabash. Nothing Tipton could do would assure him greater 
popularity among the growing number of settlers along the 
Upper Wabash than to secure these lands and the complete 
removal of the Indians from their midst. 

The Miami were not easy to persuade. They already enjoyed 
a large annuity which gave them more spending money than 
most Indians of the time.48 Their debts were large, it is true,

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and it was this fact that the agents counted upon to ensure a — 
cession, since these obligations could be satisfied only out of the 
annuities or by the sale of land.49 The Miami were well aware 
of the value of their property and did not propose to sell it for 
less than it was worth. If they could get the $5 an acre they | 
demanded only a small portion of their tract would have to be 
sold.. Furthermore, it was now clear that the Wabash traders had 
‘no intention of permitting any treaties to be made which did 
not provide sufficient annuities or funds to pay all their bloated 
claims. These claims were growing like mushrooms and had 
already reached such a size that Tipton could well foresee the 
dismay their presentation would cause among the Washington 
bureaucrats. | 

At least four or five difteretit efforts were made between 1833 
and 1837 to induce the Miami to sign a satisfactory treaty. 
Participating in these efforts were John F. Schermerhorn and 
Henry L. Ellsworth, who had previously negotiated with the 
Seneca and Shawnee, the Cherokee, the Creeks, the Seminole, 
the Quapaw, the Oto and Missouri, and the Pawnee. Others 
who took part were George B. Porter, superintendent of Indian 
affairs at Detroit, and General William Marshall, who had suc- 
ceeded Tipton as agent to the Miami and Potawatomi. Allen 
Hamilton served as secretary at two of these negotiations. The 
Miami from the outset refused to surrender more than a fourth 
of their property. They. demanded the unprecedented price of 
$5 per acre which was $3.75 an acre more than the Government 
could expect to get from the sale of it and they insisted upon 
numerous individual reserves, larger annuities, and the payment 
of huge claims. 

The greatest obstacle to be overcome was the ales of the 
traders to any treaty which did not take care of all their interests. 
The most aggressive and pugnacious of the group was George W. 
Ewing. Unscrupulous, bold, slanderous, and vindictive, Ewing 
was a dangerous opponent, as Tipton had discovered. Ewing 
demanded that the claims of his firm should be fully recognized

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and allowed and when he was not satisfied with promises of fair 
play he threw his weight into the opposition.5® According to — 
Schermerhorn, the Ewings “did all in their power through their 
agents to keep the Indians drunk & prevent them from acceeding 
to the propositions of the Commissioners.”5! Others feared that 
Schermerhorn, being an outsider who was unfamiliar with the 
Indian trade of the Wabash and the peculiar relationship between 
the traders and the Indian agents, would neglect established 
interests. ‘'hey joined the Ewings in opposing a treaty. When 
they saw that some treaty was certain to be negotiated they 
sought to make it as unsatisfactory as possible by including in 
it numerous individual reserves. This would make ratification 
dificult but, in case it was acceptable to the President and the 
Senate, they could still recoup their allegéd paren by getting 
control of the reserves. 

After prolonged negotiations a tr eaty was finally extorted 
from the Miami. It contained provisions highly unsatisfactory 
both to the traders and to the Indian Office. Most objectionable 
to the former were those provisions of Article 2 which author- 
ized General Marshall, commissioner and agent, to distribute 
goods to the amount of $58,000 and to pay Indian debts to the 
amount of $50,000. This placed too much discretion in the 
hands of the agent, the traders felt; they preferred to have © 
the funds divided among the Indians in the usual way so that 
the traders could use their special influence more freely to secure | 
what they considered to be their just debts. Furthermore, they © 
wanted no Government distribution of goods. Another issue 
which delayed the ratification was the individual reserves for 
which the treaty provided. Rival traders attempted to get the

- more than one conveyance of the same reservation and the 


resulting conflict prevented ratification.>2 Finally, in 1837, those 
provisions which were obnoxious to the traders were eliminated 
from the treaty and compromises concerning the reservations 
were made; the treaty was then ratified.*8 

The treaty was heavily freighted with conditions. For the 
208,000 acres it surrendered, $208,000 was to be paid. Out of 
~ this sum $50,000 was to be allotted to traders for Indian debts ° 
(no small part of this went into the coffers of William G. and 
George W. Ewing). Payment of the remainder was to be made | 
over a period of ten years, during which time, the Miami, al- 
though not one of the larger tribes, would rank next to the 
Potawatomi, the Choctaw, and the combined Ottawa and Chip- 
pewa tribes in the total amount of annuities.°* ‘T’he method of 
making individual reserves was changed in this treaty with the 
result that traders could secure them more easily than in the 
past. Previously, the sections had as a rule been “reserved” but 
no patent could be issued without the consent of the president. 
Now, patents “in fee simple” to 23 sections (14,720 acres) were 
to be issued to designated Indian chiefs and an additional 14,400 
acres were to be patented, on the approval of the president, to 
the same or other Indians. The sections had been improved some- 
what through specially authorized funds for plowing, fencing, 
and cultivating and they may also have contained some of the 
houses the Government had erected for the Indians. Some of 
these reserves were wanted for town sites and, taken as a whole, 
they were the most desirable land of the Wabash Valley. Most 
of them soon passed into the hands of the traders who had 
already secured those granted in earlier treaties. 

Hamilton and Tipton were especially anxious to secure the 
reservations owned by Chief Richardville near Logansport. For

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years Hamilton cultivated Richardville assiduously, supplying 
him with whisky, money, and goods and encouraging him to 
accumulate a large debt against the reserve. Hamilton and 
‘Tipton were fearful that other traders would outbid them. for 
the favor of Richardville and in the competition to secure control 
of his: reserves and those of other chiefs all rules of fair play 
were abrogated. In partnership with Cyrus Taber, they suc- 
ceeded in getting control of some eight sections which they 
expected to develop to their mutual interest. In addition, each 
was interested in numerous other individual sections. | 

The Logansport Canal Telegraph could well regret that such 
an unfair and undemocratic method of land disposal had been 
sanctioned.55 It reported a movement to memorialize Congress 
to have all ceded Indian lands put up at public auction where 
all persons would have a fair chance of bidding for the choice 
locations.5® , 

Lipton watched the negotiations with the Miami closely, and 
the result was in no small way due to his influence. He could 
not feel that the treaty was satisfactory, particularly as it left 
the Miami in Indiana to continue to plague incoming settler s, but 
he realized that it was the best obtainable. 

It was now the turn of the Potawatomi to make concessions to 
the ever advancing tide of settlers. Between 1834 and 1837 
thirteen treaties were arranged with small bands of Potawatomi 
by which they surrendered the last of their land in Indiana and 
agreed to remove to Kansas.57 Some 85,360 acres were thus 
obtained for prices ranging from 624 cents to $1.25 per acre. 
As usual with Miami and Potawatomi cessions the amount paid 
for the land was high in comparison with prices. paid other tribes. 
The ominous feature of the treaties is that they were in most 
instances witnessed by the Wabash traders, principally Cyrus 
Taber, Allen Hamilton, and George W. Ewing. A contemporary 
said that the Ewings and Taber played important roles in 
securing the cessions of 1836 by following “a liberal course...

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_ [in] making large advances of goods, to induce the tnitane to 
gel their lands in anticipation of the proceeds of those sales.”58 
It is clear that the Potawatomi did not want to leave Indiana _ 
nor to cede their remaining land. To get them to accept the 
treaties it was necessary to ply them with whisky. The govern-. 
ment agent could scarcely do this, but the traders could. The 
influence of the traders thus seemed to be essential to treaty 
making and naturally they demanded a quid. pro quo.5® To - 
satisfy the traders the treaties provided that Indian debts should 
be paid out of the price received for the land. , 

Despite their promise to move from Indiana by 1838 or, at 
the latest, 1839, a promise extorted from them under duress or 
when they were too intoxicated to realize what they were doing, 
the Potawatomi were not to be dispossessed without trouble. The 
white settlers who had squatted upon nearly every quarter sec- 
tion of Potawatomi land and claimed the right of pre-emption 
were loudly demanding the immediate removal of the Indians. 
“Clashes between the two races were frequent and finally the 
scattered settlers threatened to take matters into their own hands 
by destroying the straggling Indian villages and driving their 
occupants from the land. So alarming was the situation that 
- Governor Wallace, in August of 1838, authorized Tipton to raise 
a force of one hundred officers and men to police the frontier and, 
if possible, to secure the consent of the Indians to their own 
removal. | 

Tipton felt that delay was dangerous; quick action. had to be 
taken or a frontier conflict might develop. He hastily raised 


a military company, descended upon the Indians swiftly, as- 


sembled them together in double-quick time and, before they had 
any opportunity to make preparations for their departure, 
started them on the long trek to the Indian country beyond the 
Mississippi. No authority for such hasty action was given by 
the Indian Office, but Tipton was one to act first in an emer- 
gency and to explain later. |

460 INDIANA HISTORICAL COLLECTIONS 


The assembling of the Potawatomi and their march across - 
the prairies of Indiana and Ilhnois is one of the most tragic 
incidents in Indiana history.*° Between seven and eight hundred 
Indians were gathered together under the pretext of having a 
pow wow. ‘T'hen, without adequate preparation—sufficient wagons 
for the baggage, the aged, the infirm, and the sick, provision for 
adequate supplies of food to be furnished on the way, or arrange- _ 
ments for proper medical attention—the Indians were marched. 
off toward the setting sun. At the start the Indians were in 
poor condition for such a grueling trek; many were “half naked” 
and sick, a number of women were pregnant. Even squaws and 
children were forced to go afoot, for the 268 horses and 26 
wagons were entirely inadequate for the needs of the party. The 
march started in the hot sultry days of early September when 
water was scarce and germ infested. Fresh food was lacking, 
flour and beef constituting the chief items of diet, though venison 

was available after the party reached Illinois. Sickness struck 
this ill-prepared expedition swiftly. Malnutrition, dysentery, 
scrofula, diarrhea, and intermittent fever raged among the 
Indians until 800 were incapacitated. In two months 49 
- deaths occurred, mostly among the children. On the journey 
through Missour1 and the Indian country the ill-clad travelers 
suffered much from the cold weather. When they finally reached 
their new reserve they found no welcoming homes or cultivated 
fields such as they had left in the Wabash country. Their fate 
was that of most parties of Indian emigrants who were removed — 
under similar circumstances. 

Tipton conducted the Indians to a adint near Danville, 
Illinois, and then turned over command to Wilham Polke. He 
never regretted his share in the matter, being convinced that 
his prompt action had prevented bloodshed between the two races. 
That he regretted the haste, the lack of preparation, and the 
suffering is equally clear. As a realist, he knew that there was 
no salvation for the Indian in an area where whites were rapidly

‘he Miami were now the only Indians remaining in Indiana 
~ to block the advance of the whites. They still controlled some 
of the choicest land on the south bank of the Wabash. The rising 
tide of settlers who were seeking out the drier lands of northern 
Indiana was hemming them in and threatening to overflow their 
reserves as it had the lands of the Potawatomi. The settlers who 
had no share in the lucrative Indian trade were anxious to be | 
rid of the Miami and raised the cry for compulsory removal. _ 
Within a year after the ratification of the treaty of 1834 with 
the Miami, Abel C. Pepper, superintendent of emigration in 


_ Indiana and Illinois, was negotiating for a further surrender of 


land. Pepper had secured his appointment through Tipton’s 
influence and continued to represent Tipton’s views as long as 
the latter lived. He had negotiated eight treaties with the Pota- 
watomi in 1836 and, like Tipton, had become interested in some 
of the individual reserves. Pepper wisely called upon Allen 
Hamilton to assist him, thereby making sure of the support of 
one of the most powerful trading houses on the Wabash, and, 
incidentally, taking advantage of Hamilton’s previous experi- 
ence at Miami negotiations.. Hyacinthe Lasselle, a warm friend 
of Tipton, and Daniel D. Pratt, who was later to. become United 
States Senator from Indiana, also were present. Thus well 
supported, Pepper was successful in gaining a treaty which 
authorized the cession of one-third the Miami lands for the 
unparalleled figure of $345,092, of which $60,000 was to be 
distributed upon the ratification of the treaty, $150,000 was to 
be used for the payment of claims the traders might present 
against the Indians, $9,412 was to be paid to two chiefs, and the 
residue was to be paid the tribe in the form of-an annuity of! 
- $12,568 for ten years.6t Such figures doubtless produced joy 
among the Wabash traders. into whose hands most of the funds 
were certain to go. When the claims were allowed the following 
year, the Ewings and firms with which they were associated

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received $24,758.82 Their net profits on goods furnished at the 
treaty were in excess of $7,000, of which Tipton and Hamilton 

each received one third. The treaty authorized the patenting of 
56 sections or 35 ,840 acres to chiefs and other favored members 
of the tribe, all of which followed the usual course into the hands 
of the traders. 

Despite the high price paid for the land and the liberal num- 
ber of individual reserves authorized, the Miami had not been 
induced to remove from the Wabash. Some progress was made, © 
however, for the Indians had agreed to accept a new reservation 
west of the Missouri and the Government had undertaken to 
pay the expenses of six chiefs who were to go to the Indian 
country and choose a location. 

The finale of Indian land ivieissilikis in Indiana came after 
Tipton’s death but is part of the story which he had so im- 


ae portant a-share in writing. The treaty of 1840 with the Miami 


was extorted from them by Samuel Milroy, agent, and Allen 
Hamilton, acting unofficially as commissioners.*? Milroy was 
an old Jacksonian who. had held various offices. Hamilton had 
long been intimately acquainted with the Miami and Potawatomi 
as a trader and had come to exercise much influence over their 
principal chief, Richardville. There was as good reason for 
Hamilton to insist on sharing in the treaty negotiations in 1838 
and 1840 as there had been for the Ewings to insist that they 
share in the distribution of the Potawatomi annuities. The 
treaty which Hamilton helped to negotiate provided for the ces- 
sion of the remaining land of the Miami in Indiana, in return 

for which the huge sum of $550,000 was to be paid. Of this 
amount, $300,000 was to be used to pay the debts of the Miami. 
The remaining $250,000 was to be distributed as annuities over — 
a period of twenty years. Either to secure the assent of the 
chiefs or to ensure the approval of the traders, the treaty pro- 
vided that seven sections of land were to be patented to Richard- 
ville and one section to another chief. Furthermore, $25,000 
was to be paid to Richardville and $15,000 to the estate of

Both were e wealthy men but they were perennially in debt. For 
all these considerations, far in excess of anything paid other 
tribes, the Miami contracted to move to Kansas where the 
Government promised them a new st laa of halt a million 
acres. | 

Tipton, like most contemporary Hoosiers, speculated in land 
to the extent of his means. From the Federal Government, the 
Commissioner of the Michigan Road, and the agent of the 
Wabash and Erie Canal he acquired some 3,280 acres. From 
individuals, including Indians, he acquired during his lifetime 
by purchase and bequests approximately 5,320 additional acres. 
The Michigan Road lands were bought in part with funds bor- 
rowed from the School Commissioners of Fulton County; the 
Wabash and Erie Canal lands were bought on seventeen years 
credit; and other lands were acquired through bank loans. The 
Indian reserves came to him partly because he had befriended 
the chief Le Gros and partly as a result of his business relations 
with Allen Hamilton and Cyrus Taber. His investments at 
Logansport, Huntington, Lagro, Fort Wayne, and elsewhere 
were aided materially by the policy of Federal aid to internal 
improvements of which*he was an active exponent. He expected 
to have the canal built through or in the vicinity of his property | 
in such a way as to enhance its value. Unlike absentee specu- 
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lators, he expended substantial sums on improvements such: as 
buildings, fences, dams at mill sites, and clearing of the forest. 
He endeavored to bring county seats, bridges, roads, schools, and 
churches to the vicinity of his property and for these enterprises 
he subscribed stock or made donations. Income derived from 
the sale of town lots and from the rent of his farms he used for 
other developments or for the expansion of his landed domain. 
Tipton’s most valuable property was that in and adjoining 
Logansport, part of which he divided into town lots. In 1838 
he valued the something less than 2,000 acres and the water- 
power site at $100,000. 

Tipton’s economic interests were not entirely confined to land 
speculation and the sale of town lots. He made investments in 
bank stock; he conducted—-with a partner—a trading house 
which was patronized by the Miami and Potawatomi Indians. 
He was a silent partner with Jordan Vigus in a contract: for 
the transportation of the mail from Indianapolis to Niles, Michi- 
gan. From all these operations Tipton was in process. of 
accumulating a fortune at the time of his death. He had 
weathered the panic of 1837 and the resulting depression as 
many other speculators and business men had not been able to do. 
Had he lived into the late forties and fifties he might have 
become as wealthy as did the Ewings and Hamilton. 

The Masonic order came to absorb a good deal of Tipton’s 
attention. Never a religious man, he devoted his spare time to 
this organization, as many.of his associates were giving theirs” 
to the church. The ritual, the installation of officers, the opening 
of new chapters, and his own prominent position in Indiana 
Masonry all interested him. It was his chief hobby. From the 
meetings and the contacts with other and frequently better edu- 
cated men he absorbed much that was of value to him in his 


political career. A knowledge of parliamentary law, a superficial 


appreciation of history, an ability to co-operate with and profit 
from associations with others, and a wide acquaintance with the 
important people of Indiana were some of the chief benefits 
resulting from his membership in the Masons. 

Tipton’s family life contained much tragedy. His first mar- 
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riage was not a happy one. T'wo sons by that marriage died in 
childhood. The surviving son was always a trial to Tipton. The 
father having attained a position of wealth and influence in 
the community, it was perhaps to be expected that the son should 
take things somewhat more easily. Tipton’s frequent admoni-— 
- tions that hard work, faithful application, honesty and sobriety, 
good companions, and a formal education were the principal 
qualifications for success did not always strike a responsive chord 
in his son, who sometimes ignored the oft-repeated advice and_ 
proceeded along lines of his own. Under cover of the stilted 
language of the time one can see in the father’s letters his anxiety 
for his son. A daughter Matilda, toward whom Tipton showed 
great tenderness, and who seemed more inclined to follow her 
father’s precepts, died in 1827 while attending school in Cin- 
cinnati. — 

Tipton’s second marriage, to Matilda Spencer, was a happy 
one. The three children of this marriage came late, however, and 
caused him much concern for their future. Tipton’s struggle for 
a competence was sharpened by his desire to provide for these 
young children. The loss of his wife in February, 1839, was a 
sad blow to him from which he was not to recover. For years 
he had been troubled intermittently with serious illnesses which, 
together with the ill health of his wife, ahi to his desire 
to retire from politics. 

_ There were other equally important reasons why Tipton did 
‘ not care to make a fight for re-election to the Senate in 1838. 
That his political star was declining must have been clear to him. 
The action of the Indiana legislature in censuring him for a 
vote on a special land bill in 1838 showed that his hold on his 
following was slipping. Furthermore, the Whigs were in com- 
plete control of the Indiana legislature in 1838 and neither a 
dyed-in-the-wool Jacksonian, nor a halfway Jacksonian, such as | 
Tipton;-had a chance of being elected to the Senate. Tipton’s 
personal interests had suffered during his absences in Washington 
and they now called for attention.. His very extensive invest- 
ments in wild lands in the vicinity of the Wabash and in town 
lots in a number of communities all needed immediate and

constant supervision if they were to be profitable to the degree 
expected. Then, too, Tipton could not but feel that Indian 
affairs on the Wabash had not been handled with the firmness — 
and success which had characterized his period of service as 
Indian agent. General Marshall and Colonel Pepper lacked 
Tipton’s ability to oppose the traders’ power and influence and 
consequently the Indians had remained on the Wabash for years 
after they had been removed from other areas farther west. If 
they were to be removed from Indiana it could only be done by 
aggressive leadership such as Tipton had provided in 1838 when 
the emigration of the Potawatomi was brought about. To this 
problem his mind constantly turned and he began to lay plans 
for more active participation in Indian affairs. A few days after 
his term as senator expired he was appointed by the Secretary 
of War as agent in charge of the Indiana and Illinois Indians 
and was instructed to appraise the property of the Miami ceded 
by the treaty of 1838. He was also informed that he would be 
placed in charge of Indian emigration when the season opened. 

‘Tipton was not to be permitted to carry out his plans for the 
final removal of the Indians from the Wabash country. The loss 
of his wife, anxiety over the care of his young children, possible 
disappointment over the loss of his seat in the Senate, all bore 
heavily on him. His constitution, weakened by racking illnesses 
of the past, could not stand the strain. Death came suddenly on 
April 5, 1839, when he was but fifty-two years old. 

Thus passed from the scene one of Indiana’s ablest political 
leaders. Rugged, fearless, a hard fighter, and a warm friend, 
Tipton left an indelible mark on the state which had so signally 
honored him. Donor of the site of the Battle of Tippecanoe, the 
memories of which he ever cherished; founder and first citizen 
of Logansport; friend of Indian chiefs, yet supporter of frontier 
demands for the removal of the red man; framer of reform legis- 
lation for Indian welfare ; advocate of internal improvements and 
-eareful guardian of Indiana’s interests in the national capital, 
all this might have been placed on his tombstone. His enemies 
could say that he had used his position as Indian agent and — 
subsequently as United States Senator to gain control of some of | 
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the most valuable land in the Wabash Valley for himself and 
associates, that he had retarded its growth by holding his land 
at high prices, that he had contributed to the establishment of . 
a pattern of land ownership and land use which was subsequently | 
to be deplored, and that he had secured mail contracts for a 


secret partner and Indian contracts for a son. It must be recog- _ 


nized, however, that the standards of the day sanctioned such 
practices and that Tipton, whose judgments were conventional, 
simply followed them. His friends, on the other hand, could 
point to his efforts to reform the administration of Indian affairs. 
and to provide additional safeguards against the white man’s 
greed, his independence in politics, his tiff with Astor’s agents 
over the question of selling liquor to the Indians, his fumerous . 
squabbles with the Ewing clan, his neglect of private interests 
while serving his state in Washington, as evidence that Tipton 
had principles for which he was willing to fight. Tipton’s 
virtues are best summed up in the diary of a Whig contemporary 
who had voted fer him in 1831:** “He was a man of fine natural 
powers—-8 sterling patriot. *

24th inst. at 12 o’clock, with 30 chosen men, including captains 
Hughs and Shields, proceeded up Driftwood river about 20

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miles, when I struck on a trail of about 15 Indians, with 11 
horses, which they had stolen. I pursued this party 5 miles and 
discovered a fresh trail of about 11 Indians—this latter trail I 
pursued 3 miles to the river, and found that the Indians had 
crossed a part of the river into an Island—upon examination . 
my spies discovered a smoke in the Island, and that there was | 
an Indian camp there—I then immediately prepared to cross 
into the Island, and give the Indians battle—the passage into 
the Island, was tedious and very difficult—the first part of the 
way there was only one log which reached to a large raft of 
drift wood, near one hundred yards wide. I gave the command 
of the left division to capt. Shields, and the right to capt 
_Hughs, and I commanded the centre in person—I gave captain 
Shields orders to gain the raft of driftwood, and turn obliquely 
to the left, which he executed with promptitude and firmness— 
after all the men had gained the driftwood, which could only 
be done by one man at a time, and before we could form in 
order of march we discovered the Indians on the bank of the 
Island prepared to receive us—In this situation I ordered my 
men to fire, which they did immediately. The Indians raised - 
their savage yell, and returned our fire. I then ordered my men 
to advance upon them and take possession of the bank, which 
order was speedily executed—-Here an animated firing took place 
and lasted about 20 minutes—In this time, we drove them out 
of the Island and forced them into the river, and those of them 
who escaped, lost their guns—We found but one dead Indian 
on the ground, but we saw many fall who were instantly thrown 
into the river, according to their usual custom—From the trails 
of blood and other signs, I have good reason to believe many of 
the Indians were killed in this action—I could not ascertain 
the precise number of Indians on the Island, but think their 
. force was not much inferior to mine. 

From the number of new rafts they were making, I think they 
‘had assembled on the Island for the purpose of making a de- 
-[s]cent and attack on this place.

TIPTON TO JOHN GIBSON, April, 1813 
[Cockrum, Pioneer History of Indiana, 372-74] 


Since I have had command of the militia on the borders of | 
Harrison and Clark Counties, the Indians have caused us much 
trouble and murdered a number of citizens on the frontiers of 
these counties, all of which I have reported to Colonel Evans ;4 
but in order that you may understand the situation, I have 
directed this letter to you. 

On the 18th of March one man was killed dud three others 
wounded near this place (Valonia). At that time I was not 
there. On my arrival I took twenty-nine men and went up to 
‘Drift river, twenty-five miles, and here found a party of Indians 
on an island in the river. In a skirmish of twenty minutes, I 


- defeated them, killed one and saw others sink in the river, and 


I believe if any made their ape by swimming , they lost their 
guns. I lost no men. | 
Qn the sixteenth inst. two men were killed and one wounded 
southwest eight miles of this place and a number of horses were 
stolen. T immediately took thirty men and followed them three 
days. We had five large creeks to raft and many to wade and 
every day a heavy rain fell. The third day I directed my spies 
to march slowly. The Indians’ horses were showing evidences 
of fatigue, and I thought it best not to overtake them until night; 
but contrary to my orders, they came up with one Indian who — 
had stopped to fix his pack and fired at him. The other Indians 
were but a little in advance and they all left their horses and 
plunder. The ground being hilly, we could not overtake them. 
Had it not been for my orders being disobeyed, I would have 
been able to have killed or captured them in their camp that 
night. As they went out they passed Salt creek and there took 
an old trail directly for Delaware town, and it is my opinion

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that while the government was supporting one part of that tribe, 
the others were murdering our citizens. It is much to be desired — 
that these rascals, of whatever tribe they may be harboring about 
their town, should be routed. This could be done with one hun- 
dred mounted men in seven days. | 

_If there is not an effective measure taken to guard this place, 
all of Clark and Harrison Counties will break. It is rumored 
here that when the rangers come out, the militia will be dis- 
missed. If so, our case is a dangerous one, as it is hard for 
mounted men to range through the swamps and backwaters of 
Driftwood and Muscackituck rivers, as they have been for most 
of the season: more than a mile wide, by reason of low, marshy 
bottoms which overflow, and many times three and four miles 
wide. The Indians come in and secrete themselves in some high 
ground surrounded by water and by the help of bark canoes, 
come in and do mischief and until I came out, never could be 
found. Since I came they have made two attempts to take off 
the horses. The first time, on the 12th inst., I took all their 
horses but one. The last time I took all and still followed them 
with footmen. The last time we lived three days on a little 
venison, without bread or salt, and I believe if there are to be 
rangers, there should be spies of young and hardy footmen, who 
can lay and scout through the swamps and thickets as the 
Indians do; then we will be secure, not else. I have been con- 
stantly out for the last eight days on foot, wading and rafting 
the creeks. I have seen many signs of Indians, such as camps 
- where they have lain, and killed hogs and cattle to live on, and 
many canoes to approach our settlements, and I am ‘conscious if 
~ you had not ordered out the additional company and made those 
excellent arrangements of the ninth of February,® all of this 
frontier would have been murdered ere now. The citizens are 
living between hope and despair, waiting to know their doom.

Popularity that is 
derived from art, stratagem and cunning is not worth having, | 
for unless a public man possesses independence and is upright in 
his Conduct, he never can preserve the confidence of the people. 
Nor should he, for confidence can never be obtained, unless the 
public mind is convinced that a man is actuated in what he does 
by the principles of honour and honesty. I will always do 
everything in my power to promote the interest of the people, 
but I will do it ‘openly and above board, without caring who 
knows it; for I think myself above doing a mean thing, and if 
others are less scrupulous than I am, let them pursue a different 
course; if they succeed by it at my expence, I had rather they 
should do so than immitate their Conduct. I have been led into 
these remarks by what has happened; for a moment I was 
mortified when I heard what was done, but at present I feel no 
other sentiment than contempt for such conduct. I will as I 
mentioned above, take the first opportunity of making the 
necessary enquiry respecting the pay of the Militia, and will 
adopt the proper measures to get the whole paid that are entitled 
to it. I should have attended to this business long since but I 
wanted information on the subject.

The following material, in 
parentheses, was apparently crowded in by Tipton at the top of the 
following page after he had finished his entry for the day. The line 
between Indiana Territory and Illinois Territory had followed the 
Wabash River only as far as Vincennes, running thence due north. It 
crossed the Wabash several times before reaching the point where the 
boundary now leaves the river, and consequently left a small section of 
Illinois Territory east of the river and a small section of Indiana Terri- 
tory west of it. The Indiana Enabling Act changed the description of 
this part of the boundary to avoid the series of crossings of the Wabash. 

The instructions to the commissioners explain the form of Tipton’s 
notes. “The commissioners shall cause the line to be sufficiently marked 
in the following manner: where the same runs through timbered land 
each sight tree to be marked with three notches on each side, and the 
trees at a convenient distance on each side to be blazed in such manner as 
will shew on which. side the true line runs, and at the end of each and 
every mile, to set a post at least of six inches diameter of durable timber, 
to be set at least fifteen inches deep, and mark two or more bearing trees, 
as nearly as may be in opposite directions, with a blaze and notch across 
the same, and note the kind of timber, estimated diameter, and course 
and distance they are from said post, and to mark on one of said bearing

I hope to the satisfaction of 
the honest part of the community ; and immediately upon my 
return, I called on the gentlemen referred to, in the charges 
against me excepting Potts, whose residence from town being 
so far distant as to prevent, but in place of which, I submit the 
certificates of Mr. Heth and others. These documents will prove 
how much has been published and by some individuals ur ged 
against me without foundation. | 

I am called on in the Indiana Gazette of the 13th of J uly, “£0 
inform the public upon what ground I had collected and detained 
- money, improperly from Potts, by taxing him with costs as 
Sheriff, which is not allowed by law.” “And also, why I have 
collected and kept money from Mr. Doan of Pittsburg, Pa.” 
_ Read the statements of the Clerk of our court, which are in my 
opinion sufficient to convince every unprejudiced mind, that in 
the case of Potts, I done more to favor than to wrong him.

As it respects the case of Joseph Potts:—James Ayres had a 
suit in the Harrison Circuit Court against the said Joseph 
Potts, which suit had been in court for a considerable length 
of time, and finally Ayres obtained a verdict against Potts for 
fifty dollars—Potts got 4 new trial on payment of all costs, 
which he had not the money at that time to pay; but for the. 
| purpose of giving him an opportunity for a new trial, Gen. — 
Tipton took Potts note for the Sheriffs and witnesses’ fees, and 
give Potts the cost bill with a receipt, and I took Potts’ note for 
my fees. Sometime after Potts give his note, Tipton assigned it 
to Daniel French, upon which note Potts confessed a judgment, 
and afterwards filed a bill in chancery against Gen. Tipton— 
saying that Tipton had charged him with more fees than he was 
entitled to.

Sir—In compliance with your request, | proceed to give as 
near as my recollection will serve me, such answer as I deem 
consistent with truth, to an interrogatory in one of the news- 
_ papers, in which [ am referred to as proof of one of the state- 
ments made by a writer, signed “Impartial Observer.” Some- 
time last summer perhaps, I was in conversation with several 
— gentlemen, when the subject of officer’s fees became the toprc. 
It was named by some person present, that Genl. Tipton had 
taken, when collecting an execution from Thomas Highfield, 
double commission (that is to say) when the debt was re- 
plevied, the Sheriff’s commission was included in the bond; 
that when the execution which issued on the replevin bond was — 
— collected, that he had again charged commission on the whole 
‘sum. When Highfield became dissatisfied with the charge, he 
applied to the General who paid him the money back. I then 
remarked that I had paid in a similar manner for myself and 
others, to a very considerable amount; the precise sum I do 
not recollect; and if the General had paid back the money to 
Mr. Highfield, he should also pay me. I remarked, perhaps at 
the time, that I should call upon him to lquidate or adjust 
the matter, which I expected he would do, but if he did refuse 
that I should commence suit It may be that Major Hurst was 
present, and if so, I probably then told him, that if the matter 
could not be adjusted between the General and myself, that he 
might consider himself employed for me. This is I think about 
the substance of all the conversation which I have had on that 
subject. : 

As to my having charged you with receiving the money — 
corruptly or with a knowledge of its illegality, I have no such 
recollection, nor do I believe that I ever did. It may be asked, 
why did not I call this matter up sooner. I answer that although 
my opinion has not changed on that subject, yet to my knowl- 
edge most of the Sheriffs in the state with whom I have had ~ 
an acquaintance have been in the habit of making similar charges 
on execution.

I am charged with having the new county of Bartholomew, 
so formed as regards its boundaries and with having nominated 
all the Commissioners to locate the seat of Justice, for the 
purpose of procuring it, on my own land.

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case 18, that the law originated in the Senate, and I confidently 
believe by Judge Polk of Knox county, and the western members, 
who were favorable to its passage, urged that it would be very - 
dithcult, unless the line was established to punish horse thieves 
and other culprits, on account of the uncertainty that would 
sometimes happen, in determining whether the crimes were 
committed in this state or Illinois. If there was no necessity 
to have the line run, why did Illinoise pass a similar law, and 
unite in establishing the state line? or does the writer believe 
that I influenced the Legislature of not only one, but two state 
to pass laws for my convenience? Surely this this would be 
ascribing to me more influence, than has fallen to the lot of 
any man. 

The other charges against me are so nokertodaly. false or 
frivolous, I will not at this time answer them. 

The short period since my return, has been devoted to pro- 
curing documents in my defence, and has rendered it impossible 
for me to visit the different neighborhoods to see my old friends, 
and the very limited time afforded me, to procure those docu- 
ments, compared with the time and exertion employed against 
me, made the task much more difficult than it otherwise would 
have been, yet I hope they will be satisfactory and that you will 
thereby be convineed that I am not the less worthy of your 
suffrage than I have heretofore been. 

To err is the unavoidable condition of man. To be misled by 
want of recollection or the errenous conclusions of falible 
judgment, is what all men are liable to, but my enemies (not 
directly, but in their own way) would deprive me if they could 
of that honesty of intentions, which gives value to character, and 
renders man valuable to his country and himself. 

If my claims to your good opinion are to be sacrificed by 
those charges against me, I ought to have been put down long 
since. What claims have my enemies to the love of public good, 
when they kept the charges, which have existed, (if they ever - 
did exist) so long, and might have been urged against me, before 
the last August election, those of the state line & Bartholomew

IV. INDIAN AGENT AT FORT WAYNE 


J OHN Hays 2 TO JOHN C. Ratanoter. February 24, 1823? 
[WD: SW, Letters Recd.— ALS | 


Str It is with the greatest regret, that I am under the dis- 
agreeable necessity, of Tendering my resignation of Indian Agent 
at Fort Wayne, the only cause for my so doing, is the great — 
distance, (near five hundred miles) .that, that place is Situated 
from the residence of my family, and home, and at times severe 
Indisposition prevents me from ‘Travelling, my family being 
too numerous to remove so great a distance, and as I presume 
my personal residence at Fort Wayne would be required 

I am much flattered, that the short period that I have held 
the appointment, of Agent, at Fort Wayne, that I have been 
fortunate enough to effect a considerable change, in the disposi- 
tion, manners and conduct of the diffirent Indian Tribes resort- 
ing to that place, and more particularly of the Miamie & Hel 
river Tribes, whom I found on my arrival a most ungovernable 
set of beings. I have succeeded in getting that Tribe of Indians 
to Cultivate the Earth, they have, had made, since last spring, 
several fields and Houses which they have paid for, out of their 
annual Annuities. at the Village of Turtle Town on Eel river, 
fifteen Miles from Fort Wayne, there has been made Ten log 
Houses and two considerable fields, enclosed, a Village at the 
forks on the Wabash river 30 Miles from Fort Wayne, Nine log 
Houses, and one field of Hight Thousand rails, the White 
Raccoons Village? 12 Miles from Fort Wayne, 2 log Houses, 


1A number of letters to. and from John Hays, Tipton’s predecessor 
as Indian agent at Fort Wayne, are printed here to show the conditions 
at the agency at the time of Tipton’s arrival. 

2White Raccoon (Wahpahsaypon, Waupassippon, Wapasepah,. etc.) 
lived near the present Aboite, Allen County. Governor Cass and Henry 
Schooleraft were his guests in July, 1821. Since there was whisky in 
the village and the Indians caroused all night, the travelers were sur- 
prised to have set before them a substantial well-cooked breakfast. Said 
Schooleraft: “If we were disgusted with the wild and savage carousal 
of the night, we were no less forcibly impressed with the quiet and cheer- 
ful hospitality of the morning.” White Raccoon lived in a log house 
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and two considerable fields, and this Winter, they have had 
made an addition to their fields, of several thousand rails. at 
this Village they have twenty head of Cattle, and some Hogs, 
and they raise corn sufficient to accommodate ‘Travellers that — 
may pass the road. they can give a good breakfast or Dinner. 
they make butter &. and raise numbers of chickens. I expect 
ere long many will follow their example, and be Industrious. 
at the principal Miamie Towns situated on the Missinwey river, 
about 70. Miles. from Fort Wayne they have had made. this 
Winter, and are still making, perhaps Eighty or ninety thousand 
rails, which are to be put up into different fields. Conformable - 
to a Contract, I made for them agreeable to the request of the 
principal Chiefs and Warriors of the nation, they are to pay 
the Contractor out of their present years Annuity. they have 
had also several neat Houses built, and intend to have several 
more. at the river Salamany there is a field to be put up; and 
one House for one of the principal War Chiefs &. would my 
situation permit me to remain at Fort Wayne, a few years 
longer, I would not hesitate to say, but what I could bring 
those Miamies to cultivate the Earth and raise Cattle, Hogs &. 
sufficient for their wants. several bands have Cattle already, 
and others intend to purchase them. I I have made them to 
know, (but with some dificulty,) that nothing Can be given | 
them, or very little, except the necessary Impliments for Agri-_ 
culture. they think it a hard case, but it is seldom now, they ask 
for anything at times, a plug of Tobbaccoe, or a loaf Bread, it 
will be perceived, by my accounts that I have given but for a 


at this time, and was attempting to interest his people in agriculture.

Fort WAYNE first of September 1823 
Sir Pursuant to your order of the 218t of July last I do 
myself the honour to enclose to you a list of all persons employed 
in this Agency, Together with thier place of Birth employment 
and the amount of thier compensation 
In the letter of appointment that I received from the Secr, 
of War, | was directed to repair to this place, as soon as Mr Hays 
notifyed me that he was ready to leave it and that his duty 
would cease and mine commense at that time. I received his 
letter on the 30™ of aprile notifying me of his wish to leave the 
Fort. I left my residence on the sixth of may and arrived and 
waited here until the fifth of June before Mr Hays was ready 
to deliver me the public papers and property. In makeing out 
my account you will observe that I have only charged from the 
sixth of June when in fact I have been in the public employ 
from the sixth of may. But I am ditermined that I will not 
exhibit an account that will produce any difficulty relative to my © 
own pay and will submit the question to your decision whither 
I am entitled to another months pay or not. If you think I am 
not it shall eand there— 
When I arrived here I found the rooms occupied by mr Hays 
very uncomfortable the roof leaked [so] that he could not keep 
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his bed, or his papers dry. J have had some repairs and will 
have some more to the room in which I live and also to the rooms 
occupied by the Sub Agent, the whole expense of which will be 
between fifty and one hundred dollars. for part of the amount 
I have forwarded an account. If you think I am not at liberty 
to have those repairs made with the public money I will pay it 
myself. I have permitted the officers of the land office at this 
place to occupy rooms in the Fort which must be repaired at 
thier expense. without considerable repairs they are unfit for 
use and will in a short time be lost to the Government. You 
will find that I have heretofore pursued the same rigid economy 
of my predecesor as respects presents to Indians notwith-

“A few miles above Mississiniwa, we stopped, upon the left bank of the 
river, to inspect the construction of a saw and grain mill, erected... 
for the use of the Miami. . .. Some alleged deficiency on the part of 
‘the contractor, furnished the motive for this visit. We landed on the 
margin of one of those tall and. dense forests, which seem to defy the 
efforts of man to penetrate their sombre shades. . . . After some search 
we discovered an Indian path. We followed its sinuous course about a 
mile and a half through the forest, when we reached the mills. They | 
are seated on a copious brook, in. a small valley ... literally buried 
beneath the gigantic growth of the forest. ... We found no human 
being near the spot, nor any traces of the mills having been recently 
visited, or put in motion. The timber of which they were constructed, 
appeared to be of a sound and excellent quality. The dam had, how- 
ever, been broken, and the head of water exhausted. To see such a 
structure in so remote ...a spot... left us cause to observe, that 
under different circumstances it would probably be more beneficial to 
the tribe for whom it was constructed.” Schooleraft, Travels in the 
Central Portions of the Mississippi Valley, 113-14.

They were exam- 
ined twice, by different and impartial men, repaired, placed in 
perfect order, and approved. From personal inspection, I am 
fully satisfied, that the requisition of the treaty was complied 
with, particularly after certain repairs required by the then 
situation of the dam, were made. The refusal of the Miamies 
to receive possession of the mills, whether it resulted from 
ignorance, bad advice or some worse motive, could not .change 
the nature of the relative obligation sepephae between them and. 
the United States. | 

But considering the situation of the Indians, and the anxiety 
of the government, not only to do Justice, but to do more than 
_ Justice by them, and to avoid even the appearance of injuring 
them, I will venture to authorize you to expend a sum not ex- 
ceeding One hundred and fifty dollars, in the repairs of the 
dam. If that amount will make the dam secure, you may apply 
it to the object, in the most judicious and economical manner. 
But the Chiefs must distinctly understand, that this is the last 
expense the United States will incur in relation to this subject, 
and that they consider the stipulation of the treaty of St Mary’s 
for the building of mills fairly and faithfully executed. 

The funds at my disposal will not enable me to make pro- 
vision for a Gunsmith,?8 and I shall therefore refer the subject 
to the Secretary of War for his decision. 

The Blacksmith I consider already provided at Fort Wayne. 
The treaty does not locate the place of residence of this artizan, 
and it may therefore as well be at the seat of the Agency as else- 
where. And certainly another cannot be required to do any 
work which may be wanted, either by the Miamies or other 
Indians resorting there.

© When Long’s party visited Fort Wayne in 1823, they interviewed 
Metea on the customs of the Potawatomi. Metea was then about forty- 
five years old, about six feet tall, and of forbidding aspect. In 1812, 
when lying in wait for troops that were marching to relieve Fort 
Wayne, Metea was shot in the arm. After the war he was in the habit 
of visiting Malden “to receive pay, as he expressed it, for his arm.” 
Between 1817 and 1826 he signed five treaties, and at the treaties of 
1821 (Chicago) and 1826 (Mississinewa) he was a prominent speaker.

SIR, Seas letter of the 224 ulto reached me by the last mail. 

It is proper you should have an interview with the Miami 
Chiefs on the subject of the mills built for that tribe. I think 
now, aS I have thought, since the erection of these mills, that 
the United States have faithfully performed the obligation, 
imposed on them by treaty. Yet we both know of what extraor- 
dinary materials the Indians are composed, and how easily they 
receive any impressions which designing people are disposed to 
make upon them. Besides there is little disposition on the part 
of the government or nation to push any question with them to — 
extremes. We must commiserate their situation and make due 
allowances for their feelings. 

With respect to their mills the course, you propose, is proper, 
and as you are upon the spot, it is better for you to be guided 
by your own discretion, rather than by any instructions, I can 
give you. I am afraid I cannot increase the sum I have men- 
tioned of $150. ‘But something will depend on the amount of 
the appropriation made by Congress for the Indian department. | 
In the estimate, which I submitted to the Secretary of War 
in January last, | included the expenditures necessary tor the . 
support. of a blacksmith and gunsmith. From the answer, 
which I have received, I think it probable these allowances will 
be made, and if they are, your plan can then be carr ied into —

Dear Sir, To carry into effect the law of the last Session of 
Congress making it the duty of Indian Agents to establish 
Posts for Indian trade, it is necessary that there should be a 
mutual understanding & concert among the Agents, particularly 
those whose Agencies are contiguous. The object of the law, I 
presume to be to ‘fix the traders at certain places where they 
will be more under the observation of the agents than hereto- 
fore, and to put an end to that roving system of trade, which 
enabled the trader to conceal all his operations & evade or 
violate the laws at pleasure. In this point of view, the fewer 
posts the better. But at the same time it must be remembered 
that our climate is 4 severe one, & to curtail the posts so much 
that the Indians would be obliged to go four days journey in 
winter to trade would be cruelty to them which we well know 
‘could never be contemplated by our government. In estab- 
lishing posts in this district I have endeavored so to place them 
that the Indians will all be within fifty miles of a trading post 
& [I have admitted the smallest number of posts that could 
effect that object. I have established a Post at the Great Bend 
of the Rocky River, at Milwaukee on lake Michigan ninety 
miles below this place, at Chicago, at the ‘Pare aux vaches’ on 
the St. J osephs, at the forks of the river des Iroquois, a branch 
of the Kankakee and at Lawton’s House on the Sangamo. ‘T'hese 
posts are abundantly sufficient &, I think, most conveniently 
situated for the accommodations of the Indians of this district.

Should any person or persons attempt to trade with 
the Indians without a license, or should licensed Traders carry 
any spiritous liquors into the Indian Country, or give, sell, or 
otherwise dispose of any to the Indians, the Indians are 
authorized to seize and to take to their own use, the goods of 
such Traders, and the owner shall have no claim or recourse on 
the Indians, or on the United States for the same.

DEAR SIR, I have received your letter of Sept. 8 and I find 
you take a very different view of the law of the last session from 
myself. The law directs that Agents shall.establish trading posts 
& that all trade shall be carried on at the posts so established, 
but the law could never contemplate the giving of a post ex- 
clusively to any one trader. That would at once produce a 
monopoly at each post, by destroying all competition, & exactly 
in the proportion that that system prevails the Indian will 
suffer. ‘I'he object of the law must have been directly the reverse 
of that. It:must have intended by placing the traders together _ 

to procure to the Indians all the benefits of an open, active

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competition, at the same time that it brought the operations of 
the traders more under the inspection of the Agent:. It appears 
to me sir that if a trader applies to me for a licence to trade 
at any trading post established in any part of the country, I 
have not the power by law to refuse it to him unless there be 
some legal objection to his entering the country at all?! I 
have, as yet licenced traders to only three of the posts which I 
have established but I should be glad for the sake of the Indians 
to licence a number at every post in the country. It would be— 
the farthest thing in the world from my thoughts to object to 
your licencing a dozen traders for St Josephs, Chicago, Mil- 
waukee, or any other Post within this Agency. On the contrary 
I should rejoice at it, Knowing that the more goods there are. 
at a post, or rather the more traders there are at a post, the 
greater the competition, & the less chance of imposition upon 
the Indians. The object of my writing before was to inform 
you where I had established posts, that you might be able to give 
licences for them 1f required, to request the same information 
from you, and to assure you that I should always take pleasure 
in aiding you to detect & punish all violaters of the laws by 
persons licenced by you which might come to my Knowledge, 
& to request the same favour from you.

I likewise transmit an envoice of goods found in possession 
of W H Wallace and J H Davis Clerks of the Furr Company 
seized under the acts of 1802 and 1822 for carrieing ardent 
spirits into the Indian Country. Complaints have frequently 
been made to me against those Clerks of which I wrote you in 
october last, but not having proof sufficent to convict I did not 
think it necessary to trouble you or the Agents of the Company 
any further. last week I was informed by different persons 
that they ware in the Indian Country selling goods and whisky 
without respect to law or regulations. I caused thier goods to 
be searched and seized and will report the case to the District 
attorney and let the law take 1ts course. I have proof that they 
sold whiskey and bought horses of the Indians, and the Agent 
for the company furnished them the liquor. it is well to make 
an example of some but it is to be lamented that this case will 
fall so heavey on the company the goods is worth I presume 
three to four thousand dollars

Under the circumstances, and considering the practice which ©

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the principles of issuing licenses, it is provided that licenses shall 
not be issued by one Agent, within the limits of another, unless 
the goods are taken from the vicinity of the agent granting the 
license, so: as to render it more convenient for the trader to 
procure his license from him, than from the proper Agent. 
Mr Bouré, in his application, stated that he was taking goods 
with him from this place, and that he could more readily 
procure security here than at Fort Wayne. He also stated that 
in consequence of your absence he could not procure a license 

there, but that Mt Kercheval informed him he could procure 
one here. Under these circumstances I have thought it proper 
to grant him the license, but lest I should have been deceived, 
I have restricted it to one year, and have made it revocable 
by you, whenever you think proper. The bond contains a 
condition for revocation, as well as the license: So that the 
- whole matter is referred to you, to take such a course as the 
publick interest and individual rights may require. 

I wrote you a few days ago by mail, respecting the application 
of Richardville for a license, your letter to the War department 
on that subject having been referred to me. You will find my 
decision in that letter, and I notice it now, for the purpose of — 
_ referring to a proposition about which I neglected to write you. 
You. seem in that letter to suppose that one trader only can be | 
licensed for each established post. This exclusive principle is 
not found in the laws nor the regulations. The number of traders 
to be licensed, is purely discretionary with the Agent, and should 
be limited only by a fair view of the advantages which are to 
result to the government and to the Indians. There are 
undoubtedly posts where one trader is sufficient, and there are 
also posts, particularly those about which the Indian population 
is considerable, or which are much removed from other posts, 
where it may be proper to license more than one trader, in order 
to obtain that fair competition, which furnishes the only security 
that goods will be sold at reasonable prices to the Indians. 
My circular letter of the 8 July last, required that you

48 William N. Hood came to Fort Wayne about 1892 from Dayton, 
Ohio. He was a successful merchant and prominent in the official life 
of the county.

I regret very much that M*. Astor is so widely in error as to 
the motives of the Siezure of the goods of Davis & Wallace. I 
never had a wish to injure the C°. but always felt anxious that 
it should prosper,—was bound to do my duty, notwithstanding 
the fearful odds of talent and influence that the C°. will array 
against me. I also have the mortification of being prejudged 
by the interested and envious of every class, but have a hope 
that my superiors will view my conduct in its true light, or 
suspend an opinion until the legal tribunal decides.

I merely transmitted M* Hood’s charges to the War depart- 
ment without the addition of a syllable. They will not, I 
presume, be referred to me for investigation.

Thompson resides about two miles from this,. on the North 
Side of St. Joseph river. He is, without doubt; the most 
troublesome man, and the most Siattinns in his conduct in 
selling liquor to the Indians, of any one I have ever found in the — 
Indian Country. I say upon the testimony of the Indians, and 
a multiplicity of concurring circumstances, that he makes. a 
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regular practice of dealing whiskey to the Indians Tor articles 
which they really need for Subsistence. 

To assure Thompson that there was nothing malicious on 
my part, I have repeatedly reasoned and remonstrated, informed 
him of my duty as an officer &c even before writing this I gave 
him notice, and enquired what he would desire me to do. For 
all which I have received: nothing better than insults, boastings, 
and threats. 3 

You will perceive. the great evil that it must be to allow of 
a whiskey house along side of our establishment, (More than 
once he has, as they say, furnished some of our Indian pupils 
with Whiskey, upon which they have become intoxicated) and 
I do, Sir, from the very best principles that can operate in the

He is a worthy man, and will always be a safe adviser. 
In the course of your official business, I have no doubt but 
you will avoid intentional error. But-it is also necessary to 
avoid the appearance of it. It is a safe rule for a public officer, 
never to do an act, which he would not be willing should be 
disclosed to the whole world.— 

There has been transmitted to me from the War Department 
a copy of a letter from Mt. Noble, Gov’. Jennings and General 
M°‘Arthur respecting a claim in behalf of the heirs of William 
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Wells to a portion of the Miami annuity.“® I have been 
instructed in case I think these heirs entitled to a portion of the 
annuity, to direct that it be paid to them, together with all the 
arrearages. But I have my doubts respecting the propriety of 
this publick interference, and I wish you at the next payment 
to state the matter to the Miami Chiefs, and intimate to them 
the wish of the government, that these claims should be paid. 
The amount to be deducted from the general mass, would be 
inconsiderable, and much is due to these heirs from a consid- 
eration of the services and sufferings of their Father. 

I will thank you to inform me how the proposition is received.

Mary, who married James Wolcott; Rebecea, who married James Hack- 
ley; Jane Turner, who married John H. Griggs; and William Wayne, — 
who graduated from West Point. On March 7, 1809, Wells married Mary 
Geiger, daughter of Colonel Frederick Geiger, of Kentucky, by whom he 
had three children: Samuel Geiger, born December 31, 1809; Yelberton 
P., born January 2, 1811; and Julia Ann, born September 26, 1812.

The fulfilment of the stipulation of the 5 article of the treaty 
of St. Marys is referred to Governor Cass, with instructions to 
provide a miller for the minis, as the Indians request, in leu of 
the Gun-Smith. . 

It is desirable, befove permission can be granted for the chiefs 
to visit Washington this winter, to know specifically the objects 
contemplated by it. T’he President is anxious to gratify them 
whenever cases occur in which he can possibly do so; but unless 
the object of the visit be important, and ‘one that cannot be 
fulfilled by correspondence, it is doubtful whether the permission 
to come can be granted. On being informed what that object is, 
and the nature of it, the President will be better able to judge 
of the necessity of the visit. He, however, can have no objection 
to it, 1f it be the intention of the Chiefs to come at their own 
expense; nor to their coming at. the expense of the government, 
if their business be of such a nature as to make the visit neces- 


gary, of which the Department will judge when your answer to 


this is received.

I have received from the War Deserted a letter respecting 
the employment of a Miller for the Miamies.1° The same diffi- 
culty yet exists which has heretofore existed.

If the sum neces- 
sary for this purpose can be allowed by the Department, there 
will be no difficulty in acceding to your proposition to employ a 
Miller in leu of a gunsmith. | shall be in Washington this 
winter and shall endeavour to obtain a final decision on this 
subject. 

I have no belief that there is any necessity for any of the 
Miamie Chiefs to visit Washington.

GENTLEMEN, In the execution of the commission in which 
we have associated to procure a cession of title in Indiana, it 
becomes necessary for me to address you now, as I am sli the 
point of leaving here for the Upper Lakes. 

The sum of $7500 has been placed to the credit of the Com- 
missioners in the U. 8. Branch Bank New York. This sum I 
have drawn, and paid over to Maj. Forsyth, and I have also. 
prepared and signed drafts for the remainder of the appropria- 
tion. I propose to you, that he be selected as special commissary, 
accordg to the usual practice, and that all the expenditures for 
the treaty should under our direction, be made by him. This 
course will relieve us from all pecuniary responsibility, and 
enable us by certifying the accounts for him, which we could. 
not do for ourselves, to pass them at the treasury. If you ap- | 
prove this course, you will please to sign the drafts he carries. 
I have already caused him to give receepts for the whole amount. 
He will make arrangements to check upon New York for art sums 
required. 

It appears to me it woud be proper to instruct him to receive 
proposals & to close a contract for the necessary supplies. Notice 
should be given in the principal publick papers. It will be 
better, that the contractor should issue upon return only, and 
that his accounts should be upon the returns. The U. S. will 
thus lose nothg. I think 150 barrels of flour & 30,000 poés of 
pork beef, with a reasonable quantity of salt will be sufficient. 
But the, contract should be for more, if more be wanted. Should | 
you coincide with me in opinion upon these pan please to 
sign the drafts. | 

M*. Kercheval appears to me the proper person to supply the 
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table and to prepare every thing necessary for the Commissioners

for those objects. 

On the subject of a Seueseaes it is due to the State, that he 
should be from Indiana, and it is therefore proper, that the 
nomination should be made by you. I shall cheerfully assent to 
any appointment you may make. If you agree the thg may be 
considered as done. If you do not agree in opinion, and either 
of you should be in favour of Gen. Evans, I should then vote for 
the selection of that gentleman. 

I coincide with Gen. Tipton, in the opinion, that the first day 
of October would be a proper time for the commencement. of the 
treaty, & without some unforeseen accident prevents me, I will 
be there on that day. As the Commission is joint & not joint 
& several, it is very ia le that we should be punctual in 
our attendance. 

The place [ am willing Gen. Tipton should scleck. It ought _ 
to be far enough within the Indian boundary to give us the 
entire control of the persons about us, so that we may be enabled 
to keep whiskey from the Indians. 

There are no regular troops within reach of this quarter & a 
militia guard would injure rather than benefit us. Ten or a 
dozen faithful men, specially employed to preserve order & to 
keep improper persons from the the ground, would be more 
useful to us, than any other force we could procure. They might 
be ene out a few days before the time of meetg.

We thank the Great Spirit, that he has opened the paths to 
conduct us all here in safety, and that he has given us a clear 
sky and a cloudless sun to meet together in this Council house.— 

“Your Great Father, the President of the United States has 
sent me, together with the two gentlemen who sit with me, to 
meet you here upon business highly important to you; and we 
request, that you would open your ears, and listen attentively 
to what we have to say to you.— 

When the Great Spirit first placed you upon this Island, he 
gave you plenty of game for food and clothing, and bows and 
arrows, with which to kill it—After some time, it became diffi- 
cult to kill the game, and the Great Spirit sent the white men 
here, who supplied you with guns, powder and ball, and with 
blankets and clothes. We were then a very small poeple, but 
we have since greatly increased, and we are now spread over the 
whole face of the country You have decreased, and your num- 
bers are now much reduced. You have but little game, and it is 
difficult for you to support your women and children by hunting. 

Your Great Father, whose eyes survey the whole country, sees, 
that you have a large tract of land here, which is of no service 
to you.— You do not cultivate it, and there is but little game 
upon it.— The Buffalo has long since left it, and the deer are 
going. There are no beaver, and there will soon be no other 
animals worth hunting upon it. There are a great many of the 
white children of your Father, who would be glad to live upon 
this land. They would build houses, and raise corn, and cattle 
and hogs.— You know, when a family grows up, and becomes 
large, they must leave their Father’s house, and look out for a 
place for themselves— So it is with your white brethren.— 
Their family is increasing, and they must find some new place to 
move to.— Your Great Father is willing to give for this land 
much more than it is worth to you.— He is willing to give you 
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more, than all the game upon it would sell for. He will make 
you a considerable present now, and he will allow you an annuity 
hereafter— You know well, that all he promises, he will per- 
form.— The stipulations, heretofore made to you, are punctually 
fulfilled.— Large annuities in specie are paid to you, and they 
are sufficient to make you comfortable—— Much more so, than 
you were before the Treaty of St. Mary’s.— | 

“Your Great Father is not only anxious to purchase the 
country of you, but he is desirous, that you should remove far 
from his white children. You must all see, that you cannot live 
in the neighborhood of the white poeple You have bad men 
and so have we. Your people will steal our horses, kill our cattle, 
and hogs and commit other injuries upon our property.— Some 
of our poeple, who have committed crimes, escape into your 
country, and it becomes difficult to take them. Besides, when 
you divide our settlements, we cannot have roads and taverns 
and ferries, nor can we communicate together, as you know it is 
necessary we should do.— The game too flies before our improve- 
ments, and when that goes you must follow it— But, above all, 
your young men are ruining themselves with whiskey.— Even 
within the recollection of many of you, your numbers have 
diminished one half, and unless you take some decisive step to 
check this evil, there will soon not be a red man remaining 
upon this Island— We have tried all we could to prevent you 
from having this poison, but we cannot.— Your bad men will 
buy, and our bad men will sell. Old and young, among you, will 
drink.— You sacrifice your property, you abandon your women 
and children, and you destroy one another. There is but one 
safety for you, and that is to fly from this mad water.— Your 
Father owns a large country west of the Mississipi— He is 
anxious, that all his red children should remove there, and set 
down in peace together.—— Then they can hunt, and provide 
well for their women and children, and once more become a 
happy poeple— We are authorized to offer you a residence 
there, equal in extent to your land here, and to pay you an. 
annuity, which will make you comfortable, and to provide the 
means of your removal. You will then have a country abound- 
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ing in game, and you will also have the value of the country you. 
leave.— You will be beyond the reach of whiskey, for it cannot 
reach you there Your Great Father will never suffer any 
of his white children to reside there, for 1t is reserved for the red 
poeple.— It will be yours, as long as the sun shines, and the rain 
falls.— | 

You must go before long.— You cannot remain here.— You 
must remove or perish Now is the time for you to make a 
good bargain for yourselves, which will make you rich and 
comfortable— Come forward then, like wise men, and accept 
the terms we offer. | 

“We understand, there is some difference of opinion between 
the Potawatamies and Miamies respecting their claim to this 
land.— This difference we should be glad to have you settle 
between yourselves.— If you can do this, it will be well.— If 
not, we —_ examine into the circumstances, and decide between 
you.— 

Gov. Cass further added, on concluding his speech; referring 
to the Rev. Isaac M*Coy (who was present in council) a Baptist 
Missionary from the St. Josephs. 

“T am authorized to state to you, that if you will sell your 
lands and remove, your friend, M*. M¢*Coy will go and select a 
suitable situation, will remove and settle with you, and con- 
tinue to teach your children— You know him to be a sincere 
man, that he is your friend, and would advise you nothing but 
good.— He recommends it to you to remove.— Look around 
you.— You will soon be left alone.-— T’he Delawares have gone, 
the Shawnese are going.— Be wise. You are now assembled 
around our council fire. Your young men are imprudent, and 
will drink. We hope the old men will restrain them.—- If blood 
be spilt at our council fire, we never shall forgive it— We 
have the will and the power to punish for it-—— Your Great 
Father has a quick ear, a sharp eye, and a strong arm— 

“Tf a Pottawattamie strike a Miami, or a Miami a Pottawat- 
tamie, they strike us.— we shall feel it here-— No matter where 
he goes, I promise before all my brethren here, red and white, 
that we will pursue him, seize and punish him.— We will not 
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.smoke another. pipe, nor light another. council fire until he is 
seized and punished.— 

“Your young men must listen to what the chiefs tell them— ; 
they must do, as in former times, when the old men had power, 
and the young men were wise.— 2 

“Clear out your ears, and let the words I have spoken go to 

your hearts.— _ 

“You know now the propositions ° we have to make to you.— 
We wish you to take time, and advise on them, and let us know, 
and we will again assemble and hear your answer.— We wish 
you to be as expeditious as possible, as we are all anxious to 
return to our homes. When you are ready, you will let us know, 
and we will hoist the flag on the council house, the signal of 
meeting.— 

“Tf any of you wish to say any thing, we wil now hear you. — 

Metea, a Pottawattamie City arose and addressed the Com- 
missioners, thus: | 

“My Father, we cannot tell what time it will take’ for us to 
make up our mind.— We will consult together. As soon as we 
are done, we will call on you.— tant a is all I have to say to you, 

my Father.— 
; Legro, a Miami chief, addressing the Commissioners on behalf 
of his tribe, arose and remarked :— 

“My Father, the word you say to us, we will take time to con- 
sider; but we hope, you will do as you say, and give us time.— 
Many of our poeple have not come yet.— We have held no coun- 
cil— We wish not to be hastened.— 

Gov. Cass. “Plenty of time will be given you. —’ 

And the council was closed.— e" 

| October 11. A.D. 1826. = 

A Council was opened at the Council House at the Encamp- 
ment, the Chiefs, warriors and principal men of the Pottawat- 
tamie and Miami tribes of Indians, with some of the Weas and 
Ottowas, being present, and on the part.of the United States: 

Gov. Lewis Cass, 

Gov. James B. Ray, 

Gen John Tipton— 
Commissioners 
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Gov. Cass, addressing the tribes present, remarked :— 

“Brothers, we have now met to hear what you have to say to 
us on the subject of our meeting here, if you are prepared; if 
you are not, we will not hasten you. As I remarked to you 
before, it is an important subject on which we have assembled, 
and we repeat it to you, that-we do not wish to hasten you. 

Au, ba, nau, bee, a Pottawattamie Chief, arose, and address- 
ing the Commissioners, replied : 

“Father, what you are going to hear from me now is not from 
me, as an individual, but it is from my fellow young men, our 
war chiefs, our peace chiefs and from all, and not from me 
 alone.— 

“Brother and Father, I say to you again, that what I am 
going to say is not from me alone, but from our young men, and 
our chiefs, the voice of the nation.— 

“You have often asked us for land, which we have sold you. 
The foolish have sold you more than they ought. You now ask 
us for more land.—The land on which we now live, we require 
for our subsistence, and our conclusion is of our young men, our 
chiefs, our warriors and all, not to sell you any more.— That 
is all we have now to say to you.— 

Gov. Cass.— “If there are any more of the Pottawattamies 
who wish to say any thing, we will now hear them. If not, we 
will now hear, what our children of the Miamies have to say to us. 

Au, ba, nau, bee.— “Father and Brother, I have told you 
what we have to say; you need not expect any thing more from 
us.— 

Gov. Cass, (addressing the Miamies).—‘*‘You have heard waht 
our Pottawattamie children have to say, we will now hear what 
you have to tell us.— | 

Legro, a Miami chief, addressing the Commissioners on 
behalf of his tribe, arose and said: 

“Listen to me, Father. J shall repeat to you some of your 
own words.— When we met here, you lighted your council fire, 
and smoked the pipe of peace.— You handed it to us to smoke, 
as an emblem of peace and charity, but we find it was intended 
for our destruction and misery.— 
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Father, when you collected us here, you pointed to us a 
country, which you said would be better for us, where we could 
live— you said we could not stay here, we would perish.— but 
what will destroy us.— it is yourselves destroying us, for you 
make the spirituous liquor. You speak to us with deceitful 
lips, and not from your hearts. It seems so to me.— You make 
mention of the game. You say the game is going away, and we 
must follow it; who drove it away— You trampled on our soil, 
and drove it away. Before you came, the game was plenty, but 
you have drove it away.— The Great Spirit made us with red 

skins, and the soil he put us on is red, the colour of our skin.— 
You came from a country where the soil is white, the colour ot 
your skin—. You point to a country for us in the west, where 
there is game.— We own there is game there, but the Great 
Spirit has made and put men there, who have a ad to that ) 
came, and it is not ours—. 

The reason you hear our elder brothers, the Pottawattamies, 
say to you, as they have, is that at the treaty at Greenville, 
they were the first to open their hands to you, although we 
advised them not—. We told them, we did not know, what kind 
of men you were, and not to do any thing until they knew you 
better.— They sold then, and have continued to do so since, 
until experience has taught them better, and to give you the 
answer they now do. | 

We all have ears to hear, and we have heard all that you have 
said to us.— Although you say you pity your red children, I 
believe you do not. I beleive I pity them more.— they are my 
-colour.— Therefore what you have heard them say is the truth.— 
they will not sell their lands—they are settled on that— | 
“Therefore I tell you in plain terms, we likewise do not wish 

to sell our lands—we have little—- I am poor in flesh—my 
children are poor—the land we have we wish to keep to live 
on—it was given to us by the Great Spirit for the means of our 
subsistence—. | } 

“Tf we should sell our fend, what country should we look to 
for more.—- I do not know.— It was told us by our forefathers, 
that we should stay on the land which the Great Spirit gave us, 
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from generation to generation, and not leave it Therefore, 
Father, I have two questions to ask you.u— —- Where we have 
ever injured you without a cause, and whether you are willing 
we should live?—. We want you to say yes or no to these ques- 
tions— Father, what you have told us before this is in part 
true; you have told us to think a great deal of our land, and not 
to dispose of it, and that we should live by each other, like 
brothers, and sell and exchange our property as we choose. ‘That 
is what we wish to do—we want to live like neighbours, and 
barter and trade with each other, 1f we can agree, if not, to part 
peacably and each keep his own.— but for this time we do not 
wish to sell our land. That is all we have to say— 
Gov. Ray, addressing the Miamies, replied.— 

“Listen, and we will answer your questions. Your talk is 
ingenious, but will not bear the test— The Great Spirit placed 
the white man on this island, as well as the red man.— It was 
also his will, that the red men should diminish in numbers, 
but that the white men should greatly increase—. This is the 
natural result of things, and not the fault of the white men.— 

“You ask us, whether we wish you to live or perish: on this 
subject we have but one answer to give you and that Is from the 
heart, that we wish you and all your posterity to live—T’o prove 
this, look at facts—. If we did not wish you to live, and had not 
a due respect for you, why should we come to you to negociate 
with you peacably—The numbers of the white men are like 
the trees in the forest, and our power is equal to our numbers.-— 
We could take possession of your country by force and hold it, 
if we did not respect your rights.— 

Gov. Cass.— “ My, children, Pottawattamies and Miamies.—— . 
The first time your Great Father sent me to speak to his red 
children, was at the second treaty at Greenville-—— I found 
that our red children had been listening to bad advice—, 
they had taken up the tomahawk and gone to war with us—, they 
had joined the red-coats—— We took that man with one arm in 
the big canoe, and the others, the red-coats, run off, as Tecumseh 
told them, like a dog with his tail between his legs. We went 
back and took possession of Detroit again. Your Great Father 
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then looked around and saw all his red children, poor and dis- | 
tressed, but he beleived they had listened: to bad advice, and he 
sent tobacco and presents to them all, and he assembled them all 
at Greenville, where they held a great Council. We buried the 
tomahawk, and made peace with you, and did not ask for an 
acre of land. We fought with you, and we conquered you.— I do 
not throw this up, as a reproach to you.— You are brave - 
warriors, all of you—but brave men may be conquered. I 
have been to war with you myself, and I know you to be brave - 
men, and I would much rather be here talking to you, than 
fighting with you.— I am going back to these old matters to 
answer my friend Legro.— At the close of the war you were 
beaten, the red coats had run off—. What could you do?— We 
could have taken all your land. But we let you alone—we did. 
not take a foot of it—. We have never taken one acre of land, 
and we never will take any, without your consent, and without 
giving you a full consideration for it. If you will sell us the 
piece of land that your Father asks for, it is well. If not, we 
will go home. You will keep your land, and we will keep our 
goods and money—. 


I saw my children afterwards at a tr wll at the Spring 


Wells.— I saw them afterwards at a treaty at nie foot of the 
Rapids, and then at a treaty at St. Mary’s.— - | 
When your Great Father sent me here to talk to you, with 
these two gentlemen, I expected to meet my old friends, my 


children, to whom I had talked before, but when I first came — 


into this Council house, I did not know any of you.— I saw 
so many hats, so much silver work, so many blankets, and 
ornaments, and red leggins, that I did not know them at all. 
I recollect at the council house at St. Mary’s, when [ looked 
around, I saw no hats, nor silver works, nor new blankets, but. 
old ragged blankets and leggins. After I looked at you the other 
day some time, I thought I saw some faces that I knew, and I 
began to think you were the same poeple, and that the differ-_ 
ence was that you were well dressed and had plenty of trinkets.— 
I began to think first, that you had been over to the red-coats 
again, and got presents, but I enquired, and found you had 
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not—I then thought that musk-rats had got up to a dollar, and 
that game was plenty, but I found that musk-rats were low, and 
that game was scarce.— I then recollected all at once, that at 
the treaty at St. Mary’s we agreed to give to our Miami children 
$15,000 annually, which, in addition to the $3000 paid to them 
before, makes $18000 to them each year, and to our Pottawat-. 
tamie children, in all, about $12000, and I then began to think, 
that it must be from this, that they procured all their blankets 
and trinkets. And so it is, my children, we give you more in 
annuities and presents, than all your land it worth— Your 
chiefs and wise men know this as well as we do.— | 

Your Great Father has sent us here to purchase lands, and 
we have come here to buy some, and I do not beleive we shall go 
away without buying some.— We beleive you are too wise not 
to sell it. When you said, no, we are satisfied, the words came 
from your lips and not from your hearts. Your young men, 
are like our young men, they are rash, and do not know what is 
for their, good—they must listen to their old men, as our 
- young men do, and must do as they tell them. What is it you 
have chiefs for ?— It is because they are wise men, and can tell 
the nation what to do, and they should be obeyed. Your chiefs 
made a good bargain for you at St. Mary’s, and they can make 
a good bargain for you now. My friends, we shall make a 
bargain with you for the lands. I never told you a lie yet, and 
[I tell you now I have no doubt, but that we will make a bargain 
with you.— We shall make you such great offers, that, as wise 
men, you cannot refuse them. We will give you blankets, and 
cloth, and silver and guns and lead, and make you richer than 
if you had every musk-rat caught between the Wabash and 
Lake Michigan.— We advise now, that you should go to your 
camps, and let the wise men talk the business over among them- 
selves, and conclude what they will ask for the piece of land . 
they have to sell us, and we will assemble again in the council 
house on tomorrow, and see what we conclude on.— This is all — 
we have to say to you now.— Let the wise men conclude among © 
themselves, and let the young men listen to them and obey 
them.—” 
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Gov. Ray. “Your Great Father feels no disposition that you 
should suffer under any circumstances. If you should. sell your 
country, he would see you provided for.— He loves you too well 
to see you either hungry or naked.” 

And the Council was closed.—

~“T have a few remarks to make to you. We are glad that your 
generosity has led you to agree to let us to have a part of your

part.— We will take your offer into consideration, and when 
we determine what we can give for it, we will again call you > 
into council.— 

“Although we-respect your liberality and generosity, we would 
have been better satisfied, if you had given us a larger tract of 
country than you have offered.— We will give you more for 
what you have offered us, provided you will consider again 
before we meet, and enlarge your propositions.— We wish to 
make a road from Indianapolis, our great village, to Lake 
Michigan.— . 
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Au, ba, nau, bee, arose :— , 

“Father, you have heard me already what we have to say.— We 
have nothing more to say to you. We have considered already 
your proposition, and we do not wish to hear any more proposi- 
tions here now.— We did not come here to say much at this 
time.— 

Gov. Ray.— ) 

“We do not wish you to answer any new proposition now.— 
Our object was simply to make some remarks to you for your 
consideration, if you are willing to hear them. 

Au, ba, nau, bee.— 

“When we met here our ears were wide open to hear—our 
eyes were open to see—— We heard your proposition—we have 
answered you.— we have said all we have to say. You have 
listened—. What is the reason you cannot hear ?— 

Gov. Ray.— If you do not wish to hear us, we do not wish to 
speak.— } 

Gov. Cass— When our children put any thing in your ears, 
we do not pull it out.— We let you pull it out yourselves.— Go 
to sleep, and think about these things until tomorrow.— We 
have nothing more to say to you— _ 

If our children, the Miamies, have any thing to say to us, 
we are willing now to hear them.— 

Legro, a Miami chief, arose :— 

“Father, listen to me—we really wish you to hear.— I am 
not one of those who turn and change from one side to the. 
other.— You have made a request of us for our land, which 
we have already refused.— I told you our situation.— We have 
a right to trade or exchange our property, if we can agree, and 
if we cannot agree and trade, we can seperate in peace.— But 
it is not so here, for you ask us after we have refused.— When 
I was at Washington last winter you told me to take care of 
our lands, and to think a great deal of them.— You now ask us 
for our very beds, for the means of our subsistence.— © 

When you came here, we thought you came to visit us for 
our benefit, but it appears you have come to procure our lands 
and bring on our destruction.— Father, the request you have 
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made of us, we never can agree to—it is impossible— If 
you was to give us as many dollars, as would cover our land, | 
we would not sell it you—— We never can sell it— Therefore 
that we wish you to understand for all—that is all we have to 
say.—

Whereupon written articles of a treaty were read to the 
Council distinctly, and explained; and the same being now 
first signed by the Commissioners, was signed by the chiefs, 
principal men and warriors of the Miami tribe, on the part of 
their tribe, in full and open council, and was duly attested.— 

And thereupon the Council was closed without day.—

The wish of the Pottawatomie nation as to the disposition of the 
education fund of $2,000 per annum, reserved in the treaty 
of this date for the education of a portion of thew children. 
First. It is the desire of this nation to have some of their 

children educated out of their own country; and they select 

the Choctaw Academy, at the Blue Springs, in Scott county, 

State of Kentucky, under the direction of the Baptist General 

Convention. 

Second. They adopt the regulations now in the War Depart- 
ment, which govern the said academy, and as on hereafter 
_ may be modified. 

Third. It is agreed by the nation to send as many boys, be-: 
tween the age of eight and fifteen years, as the aforesaid sum of 
$2,000 will provide for: each boy to remain from three to five 
years at said academy. : 

Fourth. As the Pottawatomie nation have already sent one 
boy to said Choctaw Academy, and intend sending as many more 
as their fund will support early next spring, their chiefs request 
their great Father, the President, to apply such part of the 
said $2,000 to the support of the academy, as the number of

CAMP, NEAR THE MOUTH OF THE MISSISSINEWA, 
ON THE WABASH, October 23, 1826. 

Sir: Accompanying this, we have the honor to transmit 
to you the treaty which was concluded with the Pattawatamies 
on the 16th instant, and that which was concluded with the 
Miamies on this day. 

These treaties have been the result of a long, _— 
negotiation, in which every exertion was used to procure a 
cession upon the most reasonable terms for the United States; 
and we are confident in the opinion that the object could not 
be obtained without assenting to the stipulations which are 
found in these instruments. 


The name appears as Shaupatee in the list of signers of the 1826 
treaty and as Sopotie in 1832.

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It is difficult to ascertain the precise boundary of Indian 
claims. The lines of demarcation between the different tribes 
are not distinctly established, and, in fact, their -title rests 
more upon -possession than prescription. The tribes are tfre- 
quently intermingled, and each has sometimes a common interest 
in the same district of country. North of the Wabash, the 
Miamies and Pattawattamies are in this condition. At the 
treaty of Grouseland, in August, 1805, the right of the former 
tribe to the country upon the Wabash and its tributaries was 
recognised, but time and subsequent circumstances have materi- 
ally affected this arrangement. At the treaty of St. Mary’s, 
in 1818, it was considered important to procure a cession from 
the Pattawatamies of the country south of the Wabash, and 
the entire cession from the Vermilion to the Tippecanoe was 
made by that tribe; and it seemed to be generally admitted 
by both of these tribes that there was a common and undefined 
interest in the country north of the Wabash. These circum- 
stances rendered it proper to treat with the Miamies and 
Pattawatamies for the whole tract to be purchased, in order 
as well to do justice by them, as to prevent a resort to hostilities, 
the usual arbiter of Indian disputes. | 

In treating, however, with the Pattawatamies, we were 
sensible that their title to the most valuable section of the 
country was not as valid as that of the Miamies, and therefore 
the consideration paid to them is much less than that paid to 
the others. The annuity is comparatively small and limited, 
_and the sum appropriated for the purpose of education is 
determinable at the pleasure of Congress. The amount of the 
other stipulations (for blacksmith, &c.) is inconsiderable, and — 
the objects themselves are such as are important to the Indians, 
and cannot be indifferent to the Government.®* 


“Tn the treaty with the Potawatomi the boundaries of the land ceded 
were specifically set out. The Miami ceded “all their claim to land in 
the State of Indiana, north and west of the Wabash and Miami rivers, 
and of the cession made by the said tribe to the United States, by the 
treaty concluded at St. Mary’s October 6, 1818.” 

The Potawatomi were to receive $2, 000 in silver for a period of 
twenty- -two years, the services of a blacksmith, an annual sum of $2,000 
for education as long as Congress thought proper, and 160 bushels of salt 
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Goods have been distributed to them (as will appear by 
the fourth article of the treaty) to the amount of $380,547 71, 
and an additional quantity to the amount of $900 has been 


promised them. Without this provision, no treaty could have | 


been formed. The Indians always arrive at our treaty grounds 
poor and naked. They expect to‘receive some part of the | 
consideration at the moment of signing the treaty. This 
expectation, in fact, furnishes the only motive for their attend- 
ance, and much the most powerful motive for their assent 
to the measures proposed to them. A reduction in the‘annuity — 
is effected by these payments, much greater in value than 
the amount distributed. The sum appropriated for these 
treaties ($15,000) was certainly intended to defray the necessary 
expenses attending the convocation of the Indians and the 
general business of the negotiation. It could not have been 
expected that any part of the consideration given for the land 
should be met from this fund. It was barely sufficient, with 
the most rigid economy, to pay the actual claims for services_ 
and supplies essential to the subsistence of the multitude 
assembled here, to the preservation of the necessary police, 
and to the successful result to which we have ultimately attained. 

Under these circumstances, no resource was left us but to 
purchase goods upon the credit of the negotiation, providing 
for their payment by the United States, if the treaty should 
be ‘ratified, and by the Indians, if the ratification should be 
withheld. Proper invoices and certificates of these purchases 
have been prepared, and contingent drafts have been drawn — 
on the Department, payable after an appropriation shall be © 
made for that purpose. A schedule of these drafts, dated the 
18th instant, accompanies this letter.°5 To them are annexed 
the invoices, which will fully explain the nature of the supplies 
which have been furnished.

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Provision has been made for the payment of certain claims 
against the Pattawatamies, amounting to $9,573. These claims 
have been agreed to at the particular request of the tribe ; 
and the claimants are exclusively Indian traders, whose property 
and services have been scattered through the whole Indian 
country. Considerable deductions have been made from all 
of them; and the Pattawatamies are anxious for their payment, 
as well ts be relieved from the pressure of these debts, as to 


- procure such credits hereafter as their necessities may require.’ 96 


Lands have been granted to various. individuals, as will 
appear by the.subjoined schedule, which exhibits the extent 
and situation of these tracts.°7 Almost all these persons are 
of Indian descent; and the few who are not so, are connected 


with them by early associations, by trade, or by other circum-— 
stances. And all these grants have been inserted at the particular 


request of the Indians; and most of the grantees have materially 


aided us during the soutchintion: In order to guard against. 


any imputations, we have inserted a provision that any of 
these names may be expunged from the treaty; but we trust 


that it will not be found necessary: for the Senate. to exercise. 


this power. Confident expectations are indulged by the Indians 


and the persons interested that these grants will be confirmed, 


and they, in fact, constitute an integral part of the consideration 
for the cession. 

It was impossible to procure the assent of the Pattawatamies 
or Miamies to a removal west of the Mississippi. They are not 
yet prepared for this important change in their situation. Time, 
the destruction of the game, and the approximation of our 
settlements, are necessary before this measure can be successfully 
proposed to them. It was urged as far as prudence permitted,

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and, in fact, until it became apparent that further persuasion 
would defeat every object we had in view. It was then 
important that the Indians should be separated into bands, 
by the intervention of our settlements. As long as they can 
roam unmolested through the country, we may in vain expect 
either to reclaim them from the savage life they lead, or to 
induce them to seek a residence where their habits and pursuits 
will be less injurious to us. We could not purchase any particular 
district near the centre of the Pattawatamie country; but that 
tribe freely consented to give us land for the road described 
in the treaty, and for the settlement along it.°* Such a road 
may at times be useful to them in travelling, and. it will readily 
furnish them with a market for their game, and the means of 
procuring their accustomed supplies; but, what 1s much more 
important to us, it will sever their possessions, and lead them 
at no distant day to place their dependance upon agricultural 
pursuits, or to abandon the country. The eventual importance 
of this communication to the United States, either in a pecuniary 
or political view, it is no part of our duty to explain. Such a 
provision was made for the construction of a road from the 
rapids of the Miami to the western line of the Connecticut 
Reserve in Ohio; but, as it has not been frequent in Indian 
treaties, we thought it proper that the Senate should be enabled

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INDIAN CESSIONS IN INDIANA 


From Royce, “Indian Land Cessions in the United States” 
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to act upon this, as well as other matters in the treaty, without 
affecting the validity of the cession; and therefore a stipulation 
has been inserted which will give to that body the entire control 
of the subject. 

But our principal difficulty has been with the Miamies. The 
country which they occupy is much more valuable than that 
occupied by the Pattawatamies. It is immediately upon the 
Wabash, and commands. the great avenue of communication 
between the Ohio and the lakes. el river, the northern 
boundary of the Pattawatamie cession, is incorrectly represented 
upon the maps. In its general course, it is much further from 
the Wabash than it appears to be upon them; and, from the 
best calculation we can make, the whole extent of the cession 
is not less than 2,000,000 of acres, and perhaps amounts to 
3,000,000. The tract upon Lake Michigan is essential to the 
interests of Indiana;.for, without it, her citizens can have 
no access to that important outlet. The district embraced in | 
the Miami cession is probably equal in value to any other tract 
of similar extent in the western country; and its acquisition 
was highly important to the State of Indiana, as it interrupts 
the continuity of her settlements, and prevents her from entering 
upon that system of internal improvements to which she is 
invited by nature, policy, and interest. The right conveyed by 
the Miamies is also more extensive than that conveyed by the 
Pattawatamies. The latter have ceded their right to the 
country within specific bounds. To the largest and much the 
most important of the three cessions made by them, the Miami 
claim is the most valid. But the Miamies have also ceded 
their whole right to the country north of the Wabash, with the 
exception of a few small reservations. The United States, by 
this cession, have acquired a joint interest with the Patta- 
watamies to an extensive district of country; and although a 
just regard to public opinion, as well as to the situation of the 
Indians, will probably prevent them from taking possession of 
any part of it- without the formal consent of the Pattawatamies, 
still the extinguishment of the Miami claim will enable us to 
negotiate with more efficiency, when the proper time arrives

for the purchase’ of the Pattawatamie country, or for the 
establishment of another boundary between them and the 
United States. The extent of this Miami claim we do not 
know, and it must be left to the Government hereafter to 
ascertain it, when such a measure becomes necessary. The 
Miamies are also better organized in their government than 
the Pattawatamies, and their reduced numbers enable them to 
act with more unanimity. The preceding annuities due to them 
were considerable, and they were aware that the possession of 
the country was highly important to us. Under these circum- 
stances, it was necessary to give them much mote for the 
relinquishment they made, than was given to the Pattawatamies : 
and, without troubling you with the details of a semi-barbarous 
negotiation, which occupied us many days, it 1s enough to say — 
that the treaty exhibits the most advantageous arrangement 

which could be made. 

The annuities due by former treaties to the Miamies amount 
to $18,400; consequently, the permanent annuity given by this 
treaty will be $6,600: but we have procured the insertion of a 
provision, applicable to preceding annuities, as well as to this, 
by which their duration will depend on the existence of the 
tribe. The Miamies are greatly reduced in numbers, and, like 
all the tribes in this quarter, they are in a state ‘of rapid 
declension. A perpetual annuity would be payable as long as 
an individual of the tribe might remain; but, by the present 
arrangement, this heavy debt will cease when they become 
incorporated with some more powerful and kindred tribe, and 
this event cannot be very remote. The appropriation for the 
support of their poor, and for the education of their youth, 
being limited, like that to the Pattawatamies, we do not consider 
as presenting any difficulty in the way of the ratification of the 
treaty. The temporary annuity of $10,000, payable in 1827, 
and of $5,000, payable in 1828, and the provision for the 
immediate supply of goods, and for the delivery of the remainder 
in the course of the next summer, and the stipulations for 
building houses and furnishing various articles to them, consti- 
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tuted an important portion of the consideration for the cession.®? 
Without acceding to them, we should have concluded no treaty. 
The observations made in the preceding part of this letter, 
respecting the immediate purchase of goods, will apply to the 
purchase made to the Miamies. This amounts to $31,040 53, 
as exhibited in the accompanying schedule; and similar vouchers | 
have been prepared and delivered to ‘the parties interested. 
The amount yet due, and for which provision must be made, : 18 
$26,259 47. 

A few reservations have been made, which require no partic- 
ular explanation; and lands have been granted to certain 
individuals, under similar circumstances to those already stated. 
Pecuniary claims have, in like manner, been liquidated and 
allowed. ‘Ihe necessary schedules, exhibiting a full view of 
these subjects, are herein enclosed. It is only necessary to add, 
in relation to them, that, without consenting to this arrangement, 
all our efforts would have been useless. : 

We have also agreed (as the accompanying exhibit will show) 
to purchase from a number of individuals the tracts granted 
to them by the treaty of St. Mary’s. The land amounts to 
6,720 acres, and $25,780 are to be paid for it. These are the 
principal circumstances connected with this negotiation, and 
with the treaties which have resulted from it, that we deem it 
important to submit to you. We have never lost sight of the 
interests of the United States, nor have we forgotten that we 
were treating with a poor miserable people, the feeble remnant 
of the former owners of the country—a people who have sustained 
many injuries from us, and who have many claims upon our 
justice and humanity. We deemed it no part of our duty to 

"A payment of $35,000, of which $10,000 should be in goods, was 
to be made the Miami in 1827, and $30,000, of which $5,000 should be 
in goods, was to be paid in 1828, after which the annual annuity would be 
_ $25,000. In addition, the Government was to supply ten wagons and 
ten yoke of oxen; houses not exceeding $600 in value for nine chiefs; 
two hundred head of cattle, four to six years old; two hundred head of 
hogs; two thousand pounds of tobaceo annually; five laborers to work 


_ three months in each year for small villages, and three laborers to work 
three months for the Mississinewa band. 
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press them to the ground—to procure their country for the 
least possible price. We have allowed them a consideration 
more valuable than the cession they have made. The game is 
nearly exhausted, and there is little else which they derive 
from it. In doing this, we believed we were consulting the 
views of our Government, and the feelings and opinions of 
our country. We shall be happy to find that our conduct has 
been approved, and that the treaty has been ratified. Certain 
we are that another or a better one will not be procured, 
without pursuing a system which we trust will find few 
advocates. a | 

The sum appropriated for holding these treaties, and which — 
we have drawn for, has been placed in the hands of Major 
R. A. Forsyth, sub-agent in the Indian Department, and 
appointed by us special commissary for that purpose. The 
whole has been properly expended, and the vouchers have been 
examined and approved by us. He will immediately transmit. 
his accounts to the Treasury for settlement.

For some time he continued his law studies, but when he saw that 
returns would be slow he gave up that profession for merchandising. 


He was a friend of Jean B. Richardville and had much influence with _ 


the Miami. He and Tipton were later partners in purchasing and — 
improving Indian lands. Hamilton held several county offices. He was 
connected with the Hamilton National Bank, served as delegate to the 
Constitutional Convention of 1850, and as senator from Allen County in 
1859 and 1861. He married a daughter of Jesse L. Holman. He died 
at Saratoga, New York, in 1864.

Agency to work for the Indians to which they come daily and 
while the smith is doing their work they very frequently go to 
the shops where whisky is sold become intoxticated and are 
cheated out of the clothing 
4th Because the salt paid to the Indians here is invariably 
bought from them for little or nothing, few of the merchants 
here find it their interest to keep salt to sell in their stores the 
principle one that does told me this day that he had not made 
any profhit by selling salt last year— 
Because the traders in Town are pee coaxing the 
Indians to buy goods on credit, several suits have been com- 
mensed, Judgement in every case rendered, is against the 
Indians, in one case this winter [ was compelled to enter myself 
bail to save one of the chiefs from being committed to Jail for 
goods bought principly by his young men |

ment of mine it is presumed can be wanting to convince you of 
the propriety of the removal. I am authorized to say that Gov

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The numerous complaints of violations of the inteinguna law 
induced me to send a confidential man through the Kankikee & 
Iroquois Country. he was out dureing the last and forepart oi 
the present month, returned this week and informs me that the 
Country is literally filled with persons tradeing whisky and 
traping whose outfit generly consist of a few barrels & kegs of 
whisky and a small quantity of flour, some corn & corn meal. 
the Indians at most camps were drinking their children starve- 
ing and the trader selling flour to the Indians at one pint or pint 
and half for a muskrat skin. Such persons have not sufficent 
property to Justify a siezure, and although hable to a suit some 
of them are public officers in ohio Indiana and Illinois and on 
being notifyed left their camps with a promise to leave the 
Indian Country. 

Would you advise me to let them escape this year or to enforce 
the law. Should mr Carter or any other person be appointed 
sub Agent here what would you think of stationing him on the 
river Iroquois to prevent the setlers from the upper Counties 
of the Wabash and Spoon river in Illinois entering the Indian 
Country as they have done this year By Continuing the Sub 
Agent on St Joseph and one where I propose and transfer| ring | 
this Agency into the Indian Country would in some degree 
prevent a recurance of like offences and protect the Indians.

Str, Previous to the rect. of your letter of the 27. ult. I had 
informed you that I was here. ‘The Sec’ of War has decided 
that so soon as the appropriation bill passes to carry into effect 
the Treaty, that the amt will be transmitted to Gov. Cass with 
the necessary instructions to cause the purchases to be made. I 
met with Gov. Hendricks this afternoon at the Ind". office he 
informed me, that he recieived a letter enclosed for me this 
morning. I will go up in the morning and get it, he told me 
he supposed it was on the subject of the charges made by Robert 
Hood. These charges were the subject of a conversation. my 
opinion was asked as to the credibility of Hood & Harris. I 
informed Col®. M¢Kenney that they were men without stand- 
ing; where they lived, and that no reliance could be placed in 
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what either of them should say. I called on M*. Jennings after. 
I received your letter, and informed him that you had said to me_ 
in your letter that you had refered him to me, and that I was 
at his service at any time; he appointed his time to meet or. 
call on me at Capt Hunts. he failed to do so.. I saw him since, | 
he made a kind of half way apology for not coming. I told him — 

that I had made the necessary explanations at the Indian office. 
he said then he would go up at his leisure and attend to your 


request. I know not whether. he has been, but think not. I have 


geen him several time since, but had no conversation with him, 
he was distant,— I felt no disposition to be intimate with him.— 

Gov Hendricks feels extremely anxious that I [a] friend of 
his Gen!.

with another word on the subject. but on reflection, and having 
occasion to write you to day on other business, I have thought it 
due to you, and to myself, to add some additional remarks -in 
further explanation of the reason why I am thus Pw and 
you constantly harassed about. my conduct. 

I will here premise that part of the Deligation in Congress 
from this State are my friends and part are otherwise (trom 
political causes) I am a stranger to you except what you learn 
of me from charges on one side and members of Congress on 
the other and that my persicutors have went beyond the bounds 
of this State to create opposition to me In Congres boath from 
vermont and Ohio. 

Although it is improper for a man to speake of his neigh- 
bours faults and follies, yet boath self defence and truth Justifies 
the assertion that a majority of the Citizens of this villag are — 
of the lowest order of society, such as discharged soldiers and - 
dishonourable men. of this latter class is Robert Hood, Ben 
Cushman and Elisha B Harris, who have fled from the offended 
laws of their Country elsewhere and have stoped here on account 
of the quantity of money anually disbursed at this place. their 
constant practice is to get money from the Indians by every 
artifice in their power. my duty compels me to defend the 
Indians. this brings me in contact with the interest of my 
neighbours. the miamies have applyed to me to hire hands to 
labour for them every year, and on account of my refuseing to | 


5 permit some of the applicants [to] go into the Indian Country 


and because I do not allow others the exorbitant sums demanded 
for contracts, but partially complied with, they censure me. 
there has scarsely been a week, surely not a month, for two years 
_passt that some restless person has not applyed to the Blacksmith 
striker or any hired hands, even to my gardener, to know whether 
they cannot give a statement or affidavit against me. a few 
weeks ago Cushman offered the Blacksmith a sum of money to 
-sware that I had refused to find him a labouror (striker) to 
assist in the shop, stateing that he (Cushman) had began two 
years ago to drive me from this office and before another two 
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years he would succede. he paid a clown, who calls himself a 
lawyer, ten dollars to write the charges signed by Robert Hood — 
and applyed to two other men (of better charactor) to sign 
them, saying that he had been told his own standing was so bad 
that no attention would be paid to him at the City, because Gen | 
Noble was his enimy, all he wanted to ensure success was a man 
of good charactor to sign the charges. | 

The word nor the oath of Hood or Harris cannot injure 

where they are known. for stealing, counterfeiting, and lying 
they are proverbial. no man believes what either of them will 
my, write, or sware. the document forwarded will convince 
you of Harris’ standing here, his resentment is arroused at 
this time on account of my exertion to bring him to Justice. 
Hood is one of his associates and has no better reputation 
than H. and sir we know that some men who appear to have 
claims to respectabillity care not how, or by whome, an office 
becomes vacant so that they can fill the vacancy. my accusors 
are are stimulated by a man who stands by to proffit by what 
may happen. I regret the necessity of thus troubling you, 
but must beg that this paper may be received as a further — 
explanation of the charges refered to. Although it has more | 
the appearance of a harsh expression of felling than a modest 
reply addressed to a superior, such is the state of my feelings 
at this time that I may have been more harsh than I intended 
but I do aver. that the facts stated are litterally true. we 
should not be surprised at. the unexampled exertion made to 
oust me, when we reflect on the fate of all my predecessors 
that wells and Turner, were dismissed, Stikney put out by 
address and mr Hays allmost compelled, by the society here © 
to resign. Indeed the most unworthy wretch at this place thinks 
that there is nothing more to do than (as it is termed here) 
prefer charges to the Secy of war and in a few days a new 
Agent must come. 

The superintendant knows me and is not wholy unacquainted 
with the character of part of the inhabitants of this village, 
should there be a doubt remaining of my inocence he can satisfy 

you what kind of people I have to deal with, and I have no 
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other wish than that you should know them and myself as 
we are. |

Sm I have this moment received your instruction of the 
27 January respecting the puttowatomie buoys. we are pre- 
pareing to send to the school eight buoys beside the one carried 
there last fall by Gen Payne. we have good information, that 
in prepareing to receive our scholars, and provideing for their 
accomadation a considerable part of the expense of the year 
will fall upon the first quarter. T’o meet such a state of things 
we consider that an advance of the allowance to the school for 
the present year would be mutually benificial to the school and 
to the Indians. you will therefore be so obligeing as to make 
the advance to the superintendant of the scoll or such other 
Agent as may be appointed to receive it. -_ 

I have frequently urged the miamie chiefs to send scholars 
-' to mr M*Coy’s school. They would not agree to do so and 
have addressed a letter to the President, to give their education 
fund a differant direction. I hope on finding that their money 
will be applyed to mr M°¢Coys school that they will send their 
buoys there allso. I will use all the means in my power to 
procure such a result

If you have not I will send 
the information by requesting Col. McKinney to write you 
on the Subject | 

It would give me great pleasure to see our school increase 
gradually & particularly to have one or two at least of Miami 
Children in it—at some future time or when they please— 
But I must leave this wholy to the Chiefs &c of the several. 
nations & their agents as I do not wish to come into contact 
& excite the jealousy of any other misionary station I more 
than rejoice at the idea of your coming with the Boys to my 
house—It will not take you long & I should be more than 
happy to see & converse with you on many matters 

I am afraid our Worthy friend Mr McCoy may be hurt 
because he did not get a part of the Pottawattimie appropriation 
-—I hope however that he may not when he knows that I left 
it to the Sec of War & your communications from your 
agency—In my situation I do not wish to do any thing that 
will excite Mr McCoy or any others who may desire a part 
of that which is vested in the School at the Blue Spring 

My friend I have had a long talk with your friend Go’. 
Hendricks upon your other letter which speaks of the Charges 
made against you. He has agreed to go to day to See the 
See of War & I will see him in the morning & you may sleep 
sound that justice shall be done against these infamous charges. 
I advise you not to be the least excited. It has done you no 
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harm & it will do you no harm. I presume the charges will

You Miamies you no that you killed one of our chiefs 
daughters and took from her two good horses besides a great 
deal of other property, and you promised to pay for it a long 
time ago which you have not done I now ask you again. 
You must pay it to our friend Co!. Menard who will send

You Miamies you no that you killed six more of our people 
and you have not covered the dead I spoke to you last year 
and told you that you must pay us five hundredred dollars 
for each one that you killed. I now speak to you again and 
tell you that I throw away two.

sir, I have the verre to enclose herewith the copy of an 
explanatory statement this day transmitted to the 2¢ auditor, 
in consequence of the suspension of certain items in the accounts 
of the expenditures for the treaties, held with the Indians in 
October last in the State of Indiana.** I do this in the hope, 
that the allowance of these charges will be directed by the 
Secretary of War, should the explanation not be deemed satis- 
factory by the accounting officers, and I do it for an other & 
more important reason, that I may know distinctly the principle 
of settling these accounts. 

I have been engaged at different intervals for thirteen years 
in the negociation of Indian treaties, and during that time I 
have concluded & signed seventeen treaties, and never before 
was an account returned from the auditor’s office, except to 
rectify some arithmetical calculation. The allowance of the 
Commissioners has until now been considered final. 

Formerly when the expenses of Indian treaties were defrayed 
from the general funds of the department, and recently since 
the practice has been introduced of making specific appropri-

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ations for each treaty, the sum assigned has been considered 
a contingent fund, whose application is vested solely in the 
Commissioners. ‘Their own pay & that of their Secretary 1s 
wisely fixed by law, and in this they have no discretion. But 
in all else they have the utmost latitude of determination. 
And how can it be otherwise? The appropriation is for the 
purpose of attaining a definite object, but the law neither does 
nor can prescribe the means or the mode, by which that object 
shall be attained. This is the duty of the Commissioners, & 1t 
isa duty, which can only be determined by an intimate knowledge 
of all the circumstances, which arise during the tedious & 
complicated process of Indian negociation. If the principle, 
now for the first time introduced, is to be permanently estab- 
lished, any man who would serve as a Commissioner, ought 
to have a straight waist-coat. | | 

Arrangements preparatory to a treaty are made by the 
Commissioners, persons are selected for specifick duties & objects, 
promises are necessarily made and expenses incurred, and at 
the termination of the affair, on a full view of all the circum- 
stances, the Commissioners allow to the claimants such sums, 
as appear to be just. The various persons disperse in every 
‘direction, and the facts, which constitute the ground of decision 
in each case are lost, or so scattered, that they never can be 
again collected, and the money, which had p[r]Jeviously been 
placed in the hands of the Commissioners is paid. 

When these accounts are transmitted for settlement, the 
Commissioners are called upon for the reasons of their decision 
In particular cases. The right to call presupposes the right 
to reject, whenever the reasons are not satisfactory. What 
then is the situation of the Commissioners? The money. placed 
in their hands has been expended, but the accounting officers, 
not satisfied with the reasons given, overule their decision, 
reject the claim, & charge to their private account money actually 
paid by them to others. And every one knows, that for them 
to endeavour to recover the money from the parties would be 
a hopeless task. They are not generally persons able to refund, 
and if they were, they might justly say, I have furnished the 
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articles or rendered the service you required, and there is an_ 
end of the transaction on my part. Undoubtedly I have signed 
my last treaty with the Indians, if this principle is to be 
established. and is any thing gained for the Government by 
this transfer of discretion? Are-the accounting officers more — 
competent, than the Commissioners to examine & decide on 
the circumstances, which lead to the allowance of each particular 
claim? Circumstances, which in their very nature, depend 
upon facts, that can only be fully known and appreciated by 
those, who direct the general operations of the treaty. Commis- 
sioners are selected (or at any rate ought to be selected) for 
their character & integrity & experience, & if they possess 
these qualifications, a revising power in the accounting offices 
will only embarass their proceedings & increase their responsi- 
bility, without adding to the publick security, by passing their 
acts In review, where there are no means of investigating the 
circumstances. 
In all this I do not 1 mean to intimate, that a superintending 
& revising power is not vested in the head of the department. 
It is so vested & ought to be. It ought to be, to prevent abuses, 
& restrain the Commissioners within proper limits. But this 
is a very different question from the exercise of such a power 
by the accounting officers. | 
In one of the very cases objected to in the Auditor’s office, the 
manner of stating the claim was the subject of deliberation with 
the Commissioners. A person is previously employed to provide'a 
publick table for the treaty, & to furnish the necessary articles 
required for the comfort of those who attend it. He goes into 
the woods, builds houses, transports whatever is required at 
great expense, furnishes beds, bedding &c, servants, provisions, 
forage, and in short every thing, which circumstances render 
necessary. His claim is examined by the Commissioners, allowed 
& paid. It is absolutely impossible in such an account to state, 
how much beef and pork & flour & bread & tea & coffee, & sugar & 
wine & spirits & cider & &c &e were furnished & how much 
was allowed for each. How much for the use of furniture, for 
transportation, for personal services, & for the various other _ 
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items, which were  eenboaind in the account. ‘aes such analysis 
would present a very unsatisfactory result, because the relative 
value of each article could not be investigated. 
I must also. request, when the funds for holding a treaty are 
placed by the Commissioners in the hands of a special Com- 
missary, that the account may be stated against him at the 
‘Treasury. | 
The fact is that sacte an Taian negociation, the minds of 
the Commissioners are sufficiently harrassed, without subjecting 
them to the duty of keeping all the accounts, & of entering into 
all the detail connected with them. It is impossible they should 
do it.

Certainly the Commissioners, ‘his negociate tr satis are placed 
in a most dangerous situation if they are compelled to review 
the complicated concerns of a treaty & to render a reason, at 
the expiration of some months for every decision they make. 
_ There is just ground to suppose that these men, selected by the 
President & Senate for this duty are competent to perform it. 
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And to judge of the circumstances far better, than persons at — 
a distance unacquainted with the facts, looking only at the face 
of the accounts. 

The whole subject was sabncibaly examined by the Commis- 
sioners, and if it is necessary to justify this course, the task is 
not a difficult one. 

A contract was formed for ee supply of fresh beef at the 
treaty, which was limited to 46000 pounds. Towards the con- 
clusion of the negociation, it was ascertained, that this quantity 
would not be sufficient, & the contractors undertook to furnish 
any additional quantity at the price, originally agreed to be 
paid. This was certainly an advantageous offer, for we were 
then in the wilderness, surrounded by thousands of Indians; & 
our necessities might have been speculated upon to the injury 
of the United States. In this way the amount of beef was in- 
creased: from 46,000 to 53,592 pounds. | 

The Contractors were required to issue to the Indians the 
beef as wanted, but it was soon ascertained, that the Indians 
were dissatisfied & complained that they did not receive enough. 
Enough however was called for by the returns, & as the dis- 
satisfaction increased, & they actually threatened to leave the 
treaty ground, we had no. remedy, but to take the issues from. 
the Contractors & to assign that duty to Commissaries, It was 
the interest of the former to make their beef go as far as possible, 
or in other words to cheat the Indians. I do not say this was 
done; but. I do say, that the quantity called for by the returns _ 
was sufficient, agreeably to all former experience, to afford 
ample supplies. All the precautions we could adopt availed 
nothing; & we directed the beef when slaughtered to be weighed 
in bulk & then delivered to the Commissaries, who were not 
only men of character, being both members of the Indiana 
Legislature, but who had no possible interest in falsely extending 
these issues, as they were to receive nothing but their pay. In 
this way the beef was divided, the contractors slaughtering & 
delivering, and the Commissaries issuing; and satisfaction was — 
immediately restored to the Indians. 

Why an exact proportion was not preserved between the 
quantity daily slaughtered, & that issued, it is easy to tell. In 
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the first place the quantity required could not be previously 
known, for it depended on the arrival or departure of different 
bands, and on the alleged wants of the Indians. It was necessary 
to keep them in good humour, and the object we had in view - | 
could not be hazarded for a few pounds of beef, more or less. 
We were in the wilderness, without fields to secure, or hay to 
feed the cattle. They were kept in the woods, & it is well known, 
that cattle brought from our settlements are very apt to be 
freightened at the sight & smell of Indians. They will then 
break & run in every direction, & not stop for miles. These 
Contractors, as they brought the cattle in, slaughtered them & 
delivered them to the Commissaries.. Sometimes more than were 
wanted, & sometimes less. The WeUEHes was cool & beef kept — 
some days. 

It is very probable, that in the confusion surrounding the 
Commissaries’ issuing pen, some of the beef might have been 
stolen by the Indians. Such a circumstance could not well be 
prevented. We had no military force, & no means of keeping - 
the Indians from crowding upon the persons engaged in this 
duty. If stolen at‘all, it must have been by the Indians, for there 
was nobody else to do it. All the other persons were in the 
publick service, & abundantly fed, & an additional quantity of 
beef would have been as useless to them, as so much dirt. 

But it appears to have been overlooked in the examination of 
the abstract, that this deficiency is accounted for, not only by 
shrinkage, but by the issues in bulk. It is an old & established — 
custom at our Indian treaties, that all the provisions remaining 
at the conclusion of the treaty shall be issued in bulk to the 
Indians, to support them on their journey home. This is done 

by turning it out to them. The last issues in the abstract are 
on the 20%, but the treaty continued till the 224. & these issues 

in bulk supplied them with provisions on those days, and on 
their return. 

I trust this ecilasinians will suffice to shew, that the Com- 
missioners in passing this account kept within the limit of a 
sound discretion. | 
(24, It is objected that the accounts for personal services of 
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General Tipton & Governor Ray exceed mine, and that General 
Tipton’s considerably exceeds the other Commissioners. 

Governor Ray & General Tipton performed more duty than I 

did, & the latter more than the former. They went through the 
Indian country and spent much time in selecting a site for hold- 
ing the treaty. And General Tipton, at the request of the 
other Commissioners, superintended the whole previous arrange- 
ments in relation to the treaty, & was employed in this duty 
during a considerable portion of the season. He has charged 
accordingly, and very properly. : 
34, A bill of particulars is called for to explain the roe 
allowed to B. B. Kercheval. Such a bill it is impossible to pro- 
cure. If it is meant a statement of the numbers who ate at his 
table, and of the amount allowed for each, it is such a bill as 
I never saw presented at an Indian treaty, A publick table 1s 
kept, at which all persons, connected with the treaty, eat, & to | 
which all the chiefs & important Indians are invited. Some 
hundreds of meals are furnished in a day, & the whole is a 
scene of confusion, where no regular account of the numbers 
can be kept. 

And so with respect to the articles consumed. It is impossible 
he should furnish a detailed-statement of supplies, & if he 
could, it would be useless. For his allowance is made up of his 
personal services, of his expenditures, of the use of his furniture 
& servants, and of the various other items stated in his account. 
Such has been the practice at other treaties. The account was 
thus stated at Prairie du Chien. It was essentially so at Saginaw 
& at Chicago. And at St. Mary’s this very item exceeded $8000. — 
The Commissioners examine the whole foundation of the claim, 
and exercise an equitable Jurisdiction in the determination of it.

count of the expenditures at the Wabash treaties. I beg you to 
have the matter put right. In addition to the reasons stated 
there, there is another of equal force. you know very well, that 
at all these treaties wine must be allowed, & in fact other articles, 
essential to the comfort of those, who attend. To detail all these 
articles in an account would not only be useless, but it would 
produce, and in fact has produced injurious effects. There is no 
more necessity for it, than there is for the keeper of a boarding 
house to charge specefically every article, which he purchases 
for the use of his boarders. For these reasons, in all the later 
treaties I have stated the charge in this way, & in that of Praire 
du Chien, the subject was fully canvassed by Gen. Clarke & 
myself, & the account was thus made. It passed without a word 
of objection, and so it has in other cases, & now for the first 
time, this difficulty arises. But I leave it with you. |

I delivered them as much flour and bacon as 
they could pack on their horses whenever [ found them in> 
condition to recieve it. the waters being high I provided hands 
with a boat to pass them and their provisions beyond the rivers 
on the 4th and 5 of this month, directing them to go immediately — 
to their villages. they set off but only went a short distance and 
encamped and commensed selling their bacon and flour for 
whisky. the next day I viseted their camp found the Indians _ 
drinking and most of their provisions sold or destroyed. 

In the evening of the 6 a number of Indians arrived from 
the Kankikee. I had 20 pieces of bacon counted to them for 
their use that night, and directed the men at the ferry to observe 
how many pieces was taken over to their camp out of the number 
given 3 went to camp for near 200 Indians, the remainder being 
sold, as I suppose, for whisky in this village. | 

About 11 oclok in the evening of the 5** Inst The chief 
Me, tee, ai, died very suddenly near this, the Indians say of. 
poison given him by an Indian, but I think more likely of 
whisky, although he had drank less the last 6 or 7 days of his 
life than usuel all agree he was somewhat intoxticated when he 
_ died. dureing their stay here one Indian was killd and two 
were wounded with their knives. ei 

I have deliverd the Indians 124 barrels of ‘flour and 9,550 
pounds of bacon. an abstract of the Issues and a further report 
will be transmitted to you as soon as this business 1s closed.

owning land in Indiana. JI have suceeded in procureing seven 
buoys here and expect to meet mr George Cicott in Cincinnati 
with one, or two more. some evil disposed person spread a 
report that the buoys were to be made slaves in KY. Their 
parents became verry uneasey and some demanded their buoys. 
I returned two to their parents and left one whose relations 
were willing (but he was not) for him to go.

with him; that I relied on, for the favour of the contract—It 
is well awn to yourself, that you never give me any promise 
whatever, of the contract untill after the mill site was selected ; 
and untill that period, | was uncertain whether I should obtain - 
it or not— | 

The object then of useing language such as is hear made a 
criminal charge against me, was no less than, that of Shielding 
the man that I considered my most perticular friend—from 
the charge of being governed by favouritisim in his official 
duties—intending to convey the Idea as strongly as the 
language I was master of, would do it—that it was to other — 
than to Genl. Tiptons friendship, I principly relied for a 
certainty of obtaineing the contract — 

That I have sinc converseing with you, at all times when 
opertunity presented, of converseing with those whome I con- 
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ceived to be men of inteligence, urged the advantages that 
would result to Indiana by the moveal of the Indian agency 
to the mouth of Hel, and this was done with a view to promote 
the ostensible object, which I believed to be a good one, but 
also to promote the intrest and wishes of the man, I held myself 
bound to serve in all proper and posible ways—It is also most 
true I have so often as the subject of the Indian agency was 
~ mentioned, extolled the present incumbent as the best that 
could be apointed—and the most faithful of officers 

That I have laboured to promote the intrsts the wishes and 
the reputation as a public officer of Gen Tipton is also most 
true (as I underst[and] them)—If in attempting to affect 
these objects I have mistaken the means most proper to be 
used—I cannot conceive for a moment that it will be imputed 
to me as criminality—and an evidence of the want of that 
enobleing virtue—Gratitude—tfor favours received—but rather | 
the liberal would be disposed to appreciate the motives—which I 
can only say are as pure in me as relats to Gen’. Tipton—as if of 
angelic origin .

‘Messrs. Smarr & Bouton : 

 GentiteMEn; The 28th ultimo having been soulnial for 
the payment, in goods, of the Miami Indians—General Tipton, 
the agent, took possession of his former quarters, established 
a guard, and made other requisite preliminary arrangements. 

As the greater part of the Chiefs and head men did not 
arrive before the 2d inst. no business of importance was trans- ° 
acted, other than the examination and receival of the goods. 

On the afternoon of the 3d Gen. Tipton met the Chiefs, 
the old men, and the young warriors, in the Council House, and 
thus addressed them: 

My fed Brothers: I am happy to meet you again in . council : 
Here we smoked the pipe of peace; here the council fire blazed 
bright; here three distinguished Chiefs aided us last fall, by 
their united wisdom; Me te-at, a Potowatomie, Legros and Seek, 
Miamies: they are no longer wis us; they have gone to the 
Great Spirit. : | 

My Brothers: I haye not come to ask you for more land; 
I have come to pay you for that you sold us. Your white 
brothers are now settling on it, and you see them every day. 
On this land, your young men have a right to hunt, and a right 
to fish in the rivers that flow through it, so long as it remains 
the property of your Great Father, the President a the United 
States. 

My Brothers: You must be careful not injure the stock of — 
your white neighbors; you should help each other to recover 
horses and other stock going astray; let each have his own, 
and above all things, avoid telling lies, stealing and. cheating. 

My Brothers: In accordance with the fourth article of the 
treaty you concluded with your Great Father, the President, 
last fall, I have made arrangements to pay you twenty-six 
thousand two hundred and fifty-nine dollars and forty-seven 
cents in goods. These goods are now to undergo a strict. 
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examination by gentlemen selected for that purpose by myself, 
who are to be assisted by some of your own wise men, that you 
will select: I will instruct them to receive none but what is 
good, and furnished at a fair price-—Should any be found bad 
I will send them away and purchase others—my Miami friends 
shall not.be cheated. 

My Brothers: All the wagons, _—, ieadl other property, 
which we agreed to give you, are contracted for; and the two 
thousand dollars set apart for the purpose of Ganting your 
children, is ready and will be paid when you send them to school. 
I will furnish books and find a teacher, who will learn them to 
read, and write, and keep their own accounts like the white 
people. 

My Brothers: You must now turn your attention more to. 
farming than heretofore. You have plenty of cattle and hogs; 
you ought to raise stock; every family should settle on a 
separate piece of land, and have a good house, and corn-field 
well improved. I have seen with pleasure, that some of you 
have not neglected the cultivation of the ground; many of 
your corn fields look well, and are secured by good fences, and 
from present appearances, you will have plentiful crops as the 
reward for your industry. 

My Brothers: You must desist from drinking — and 
from killing each other, or you will soon pass away like the 
mist of the morning before the rays of the sun. You should 
ask your Great Father the President, to have a law passed to 
hang every Indian who kills his brother. 

My Brothers: Let me again press upon your — the subject 
of education ; let. not your children remain in ignorance when 
you have an ‘opporkansty of enlarging their faculties. If you 
do not send them to school, your Great Father the President 
will return the money; it shall be devoted to no other purpose 
than that for which it was intended. 

My Brothers: 1 have little more to say; your young men are 
much better clothed than their white brothers who you see 
before you: I could point to some who have more silver 
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doowve tices than would pay for a good farm. They are indebted 
to their old Chief* for all these ornaments. 

My Brothers: I have done; if you have any ting to say, 
I will listen to you. 

Having deliberated with themselves, the Chiefs informed the 
General that they would meet him again in council, in the 
morning. After some time spent in making inquiries for estray _ 
horses, &c.98 the Indians were thus addressed by the agent: 

My Brothers: Should any white man be found among you 
selling whiskey, let me know; I will give a good horse and a 
good gun to the first Indian who will inform me. A man who 
will go about selling whiskey, is no better than a horse thief. 
Watch your camps, and keep a good look out for your horses. 

The council then closed. 

August Ath, 1827. 

Having convened at 10 o’clock, p. M. [A. M.] Joseph Richard- 
ville, (son of the principal Chief of the Miamies,) thus addressed 
the Indian agent: 

My Father: At the request of the Miamies, I ieidil to you 
this morning; your words have reached our hearts. The 
observations you made yesterday, and the advice you gave our 
young men were good. 

My Father: You have said our children ought to lenin to 
read and write; we believe you; you have never told us lies: 
and Father, we talked about this important subject eeione 
ourselves, in our camp, before we spread our blankets last night, 
and determined to submit the decission to our old Chief. 

My Father: What you have said in regard to hunting on the 
lands we have sold to our Great Father the President, we 
understand well; we will hunt on those lands, and fish in the 
rivers passing thro’ them, until sold to our white brothers and 
no longer. |

* An undated address (filed with the Tipton Papers at the end of 
1827) by Masawqua (Naswawkee), a Potawatomi lawyer, to the Miami 
may have been delivered during this meeting.

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My Father: We have endeavored to. find stray horses, but 
without effect; we have nothing more to. say, only we want our 
goods. | 
Gen. Tipton then replied: : 

My Brothers: I am well pleased that you are disposed to 
advise with your old Chief in regard to education; in this 
instance you have acted wisely: you shall pare your goods 
to-morrow. 

After further enquiries were sendy by the agent, relative to 
estrays, the following speech of William Anderson, principal 
Chief of the Delawares, was read :99 
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Next morning, August 6th, the War Chiefs, peace Chiefs, 
the wise old men, and the young warriors, of the. Miami nation, | 
appeared in the Council House.—Their numbers was unusual, 
and their silence unexpected. Amidst this calm, Joseph Richard- 
ville, (as the organ of the Miamies, in the absence of his sick 
father the principal Chief,) rose and delivered the following 
answer to the foregoing speech: 

My Grand Father: Your Miami children have listened to 
what you have said. Their ears are never stopped when you 
speak to them. | | | 

Grand Father: You must recollect when you passed over 
the great mountains, and come to our country, that you were 
poor and destitute; you placed yourselves under our protection: 
we gave you lands, and at the treaty of St. Mary’s you sat in 
council with us. There we consented to let you sell the land 
and keep the money for it.—This we considered enough to 
satisfy you for all the injury our bad young men had done you; 
but it appears otherwise, for you continue to beg for more 
notwithstanding all that has been told you by our old Chief - 
who now lies sick in his wigwam. His words I now speak to 
you. | | 

Grand Father: The Miamies have already done much for your 
people; but they will extend their bounty. They have instructed

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their agent, General Tipton, to send to Mr. Menard, five 
hundred dollars for the use of the Delawares, which sum is to 
be taken out of our present years’ annuity. This is all we will 
give you, and it will be useless to ask for more hereafter. If 
you accept this, it will be well, and we will then take you by 
the hand and live with you in harmony, as we have done ever 
since you crossed the great mountains. 

But, Grand Father, if you will not accept of this money, let 
us know soon, we that we may be prepared to atin your people, 
who you tell us, “may do as they please.’’ 

J OSEPH RICHARDVILLE. 

Done in Council, at the Treaty Ground, Ia. August 6th, 1827.

Previous to signing the above, young Richardville, called on 
all the Chiefs, the wise old men, and the warriors, to ascertain 
whether any objection existed to his signature being placed to 
the speech, as the organ of his father the principal Chief, who 
he represented as being too unwell in. his wigwam to act 
efficiently in council. With a unanimity seldom witnessed, on 
such occasions, the wise old men told him to advance and write 
his name; he done so; and accompanied the last twirl of his 
pen with something like a war-hoop. The young warriors and 
their Chiefs, then pledged themselves to support him under 
every exigency. 

On the afternoon of the "th, the Indians were again called 
into the Council House, and addressed by their father, Gen. 
Tipton, by way of finale: 

My Ked Brothers: You have received your goods, and I am 
happy to discover in the countenance of every Miami, the 
evidence of entire satisfaction. Your. conduct has been good; 
it was not so when we made your payments at Fort Wayne; 
there the white people sold you whiskey, and you become foolish 
and killed one another; at one payment six Miamies were killed. 
‘Here there has not even been a quarrel. It was to prevent the 
repetition of crimes, which owe their origin to drunkeness, that 
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induced your Great Father the President, to order your payments 
to be made hereafter in your own country. | at 
My Brothers: Some whiskey was found in the vicinity of 
your camps; by my orders it was seized by the guard. I shall 
give it up to-morrow to the owners. Before the sun sets this 
evening, the Chiefs must take all their young men away from 
camp; your cattle are now on their way to your villages, and 
you must be there to receive them. | 

My Brothers: The Chiefs will be advised in proper time, 
when and where the payment in money will take place. 

My Brothers: Uf a white man buys a blanket, a horse, a gun 
or a kettle, from either of you, without a permit, inform me, 
-and I will have your property restored. The white men may 
buy your furs and peltry, but they ought not to pay you in 
whiskey. 

The council having closed, the _—— left the ground, and 
before the sun had disappeared in the west, a fresh moccasin 
track was scarcely to be seen. 

I cannot. close this account, without paying a passing com- 
pliment to the Miamies. Mr. Hars, who keeps a public house 
here, has paid some attention to horticulture. His garden 
afforded during the payment, Beans, Potatoes, Radishes, Beets, 
Onions, and other vegetables, sufficient to serve seventy persons, 
who sat down to his table. These articles, the Indians might 
have feasted on, had they been so disposed, but it is a fact 
which speaks much to their credit, that not even a melon was 
disturbed by them, though they had access to the garden every 
hour. |

I stoped at the house of Barribo a miami Indian where I found 
a quantity of goods an inventory of which is marked A and 
herewith enclosed. no white man being with the goods I re- 
quested major Hanna and mr G@ B Walker who was travling 
with me to examin envoice and put the goods into a box and 
bales for transportation.. on my arrival here to day messrs 
William G and George W Ewing claimed the goods and for the 
first time informed me that they had a licen from mr Wood- 
bridge Secretary of the Michigan Territory granted on the 9 
day of July last authorizing them to reside and trade at mis- 
sissinway. The mr HEwings had not applyed to me for a licen 
nor had I any intemation of the applycation for or the issuing of 
thier licen by mr W until it was handed me this moment. of the 
application or reason for granting that licen I have nothing to 
say. the mr Hwings and myself had been at the Treaty Ground 
attending the miami payment several days together, their in- 
tention and licens were concealed from me I am since informed 
that within one hour after I left the camp their goods were on 
the way to mississinway. I am of opinion mr woodbridge was 
deceived by some foul statement when he granted them the licen. 
But if your Ex¢y or mr W thinks proper to continue them I have 
no objection. I surely need not care who trades at any estab- 
lished post in this Agency if I am notifyed is it not proper that 
I should be to prevent the occurance of such difficultys as the one 
in question— _ 

at mr Ewings requst I ‘nabs directed the goods to be delivered 
to them, takeing from them an obligation to return the goods 
or pay their vallue in cash should it be required under the law 
regulateing Indian trade, and the whole matter is submitted 
to your Excellency for decision and orders whether I shall 
release them and allow them to continue in trade at that place 
or report the case for adjudecation to the District court.

I have paid the whole amount of annuity due the Indians of 
this Agency for the present year, 1827, amounting $28,700 in 
silver and $10,000 in goods as allso the salt, tobacco, [ron & 
steel, and $26,259.47 cents in goods due the miamies last sum- 
mer, and $25,000 in payment for land bought from Individuls 
by the U. States, most of which payments have been made since 
31st of august and could not be included in my accounts for 
the last year. a general abstract of payments made in comply- 
ance with the provisions of the Treaties of last autum on the 
wabash will be made and forwarded as soon as the houses to be 
errected and waggons furnished the miamies are compleated. 
they are in a state of forwardness and it is hoped will be finished 
early in december next. waiting for their completion prevents 
my closeing my accounts on the first of september as required by 
the regulations of the Department. 

The arrangement of paying the Indians at their homes is an 
excellent one. I have had the miami Tribe collected three times 
at different payments and upward of 2000 puttowotomies at 
their payment last week had but little trouble with whisky no~ 
quarreling nor killing The Treaty ground has become too public 
a place the next payment to the miamies should be made on 
their grate reservation 

I would most respectfully suggest for the consideration of your 
Kixcellency whether it would not be proper for you to order each 
‘Agent paying the puttowotomies next year, to make the payments 
at different points in the puttowotomie Country on the same day. 
2086 puttowotomies were collected on Tippecannoe last week 
many of those that met and were paid by you on st Joseph and 
a number from Doctr wolcotts Agency were present. I had to 
divide the money amongst 1649 people and sent 437 away with- 
out giving them any, thus some has been paid twice, others 
three times, but I let none go that were not paid once. The people 
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of this Agency had but $2 to each person atter paying some 
claims that were exhibitted against them.

nity of writing while together, and I employ the leisure moment 
to comply with your request, as far as my very imperfect — 
recollection of the occurrence of events enables me. To some of 
your interrogatories, I cannot give definite answers, because the 
facts are not within my knowledge, and in others my recollec- 
tion has been too indistinct by the occurrence of more recent 
events over which I have no control. My general impression 
has ever been, that you were extremely anxious to accomplish the 
— object of our mission. You attempted with great zeal, to obtain 
a general extinguishment of the Indian title to land within the 
State, and expressed an opinion, that if it could not be accom- 
plished, it would be best to break off the negotiation. But 
Governor Cass and myself concluded at an early day, after we 
met, to make the best treaty. we could, and to submit its ultimate 
decision to the President and Senate, and allow you to sign or 
dissent. This view was communicated to you by one or both of 
us. ‘The Canal and the Road were also favorite projects with 
_ you, and were urged with much warmth. Your anxiety to obtain _ 
them, caused you to pursue those objects longer than Governor 
Cass and myself thought prudent: and I have thought more time 
was spent than need have been, and our success rendered much — 
more doubtful thereby. I cannot say positively with whom the 
road project originated. 

You advocated it with zeal and warmth, and wrote the article 
making that provision nearly as it now appears in the treaty. 

We conversed freely and frequently on the size and shape of 
the country finally purchased, as well as the price paid for it; 
and the road and Canal privilege assumed almost every possible 
shape, during the negotiation. I always found you ready and 
willing to take your share of responsibility, and to make any 
suggestions, as appeared to you best qualified to obtain our. 
object, and when we differed, I attributed it to mere difference 
of opinion, and have seldom, if ever spoken of it publickly. I. 
have said to your friends and to your enemies, that I thought 
you done all in your power, and that no part of your conduct 
met my eye, that was dishonorable.

contract. The paper marked A and herewith forwarded is a 
copy of an advertisement that was inserted in five news papers 
published in Indiana2® that marked B is a copy of one set up 
at the different public houses in Indianapolis on my arrival 
there.8® That marked C is a plan and description of the houses 
that were to be errected for the Indians.3!\ I think you will 
concur with me in opinion that each house thus finished would 
be of the vallue of $600. Although the grate competition 
(upward of 400 proposials were handed in for the various articles 
that were to be furnished) caused some of the houses to be 
undertaken for less than $500 thereby saveing to the Government 
upward of $100. But there is persons he[re] base enough to 
tell the Indians that the U States would pay $600 for each 
house and that the Agent. would pocket the saveing. this 
produced uneasiness and when the Indians applyed to me I 
entered into further contracts with the builders to make additions 
to some of the houses, to Joe Richerville F Lafontains, and 
L. Godfroys house each a cellar, to Flat bellys cubboards, an 
additional door, shutter and lock, for J B Richerville I contracted 
for the errction of a house of the vallue of $2200, of which 
sum I have p[aid] $600, he is to pay the ballance, all the 
other houses are built for the sum at which they were bid off 
except one for wau, wee, I, see, having by mistake omitted to 
insert nine in the advertisement being the whole number of 
houses to be built, I made a private contract with mr Stephen
